» Lhe men who deserted him were As- 
éemblymen Shortt of Richmond and Hoyt 
of Dutchess. : 

Ensouraged by this recruiting of_ their 
forces, the: Democratic insurgents, under 
the leadership of Senator Franklin D. 
Roos It, prepared to fight all the harder 
to defeat Mr. Sheehan. Charles F. Mur- 
phy is equally determined,to keep up the 
contest and Mr, Sheehan himself said 
he would stick it out all Winter if neces- 
sary. 


Parker’s Part in the Fight. 


Ex-Judge Alton B. Parker, Mr. Shee- 
han'’s law partner, has returned to New 
York. Before he took his train Mr. 
Parker was asked what he thought of 
the chances of Mr. Sheehan to be elected 
Senator. Mr. Parker replied with an air 
of resignation: ‘‘ Well, we have done all 
we could, at any rate.’’ 

When Judge Parker reached Albany on 
Wednesday it was said that he had come 
to do what he could to break the dead- 
lock and win a victory for his partner. 
After his visit to Gov. Dix he was quoted 
as saying that he saw no reason for per- 
mitting anybody to say why*he should 
not accept the Seyatorship himself if it 
came his way. 

These facts, taken in conjunction with 
an editcrial entitled “Judge Parker and 
His Friend,” printed this morning in The 


New York fun, have caused much specu- 


lation heré regarding Mr. Parker's exact 
“attitude toward the Senatorship. This is 
the editorial: “! 


By all means the most interesting feature 
of yesterday’s developments in the Sena- 
torial situation was the appearance of the 
Hon. Alton B.- Parker at Albany as an 
unselfish adviser of the Democrats in the 
Legisiature and an earnest advocate of the 
election of his friend and law partner, Mr. 
William Sheehan. 

Nothing different could have been expect- 
ed of Judge Parker under the circumstances. 
His. own declared resolution not to be a 
candidate for Senator exempts him from 
suspicion, even in the basest mind, of an 
ulterior purpose in going to Albany. He 
‘fs there as Mr. Sheehan’s loyal friend and 
supporter, and also as the sage -counsellor 
of a Democracy distraught by conflicting 
ambitions and bemuddled by too large an 
infusion of mugwumpery. 

We predict that Judge Alton B. Parker’s 
chivalric journey to Albany in behalf of his 
friend William F. Sheehan Avill become his- 
toric—especially if his mission shall prove 
successful to-dev or later in the week. 

It is such disinterested enterprises of per- 
sonal and party loyalty that charm the 
jaded imagination and raise the conflicts of 
politics above the level of the sordid and 
the mean. 


Origin of a Fateful Letter, 


Politicians who are well informed as to 
the events leading up to the contest now 
being waged in the Legislature recalled 
to-day several incidents regarding Mr. 
Sheehan's entrance into the race and Mr. 
‘Parker's connection therewith. The story 
they tell ts as follows: 

When Mr. Sheehan first considered the 
question of becoming a candidate for the 
Senate he talked the matter over with 
several friends. Even when he was ad- 
vised by thern to enter the fight he hesi- 
tated for some time before reaching his 


decision. Since then he has said to friends 
that one thing more than any other de- 
It was the fact that 
Judge Parker had shown him a letter 
from Rollo Ogden, editor of The New 
York Evening, Post, in which Mr. Ogden 
declared that in his opinion Mr. Sheehan's 
candidacy would have a bad effect upon 
the party; that if he should enter the 
contest The Evening Post would be con.- 
pelled to print Mr. Sheehan’s politica. 
record of yéars ago, and that such pub- 
licity of his record “vy not be very 
much to Mr. Sheehan’s liking. 

Mr. Sheehan looked upon this as a 
threat, not only for this but for future 
years, and that if ever he should run for 
a political office the same club might be 
used over him. Reasoning in this way, 
he came to the conclusion that he would 
become a candidate, despite Mr. Ogden, 
and make a bitter fight. as much for his 
reputation as for the Senatorship. 

The rest of the story deals with how 
Mr. Parker came into possession of this 
letter from Mr. Ogden. It is said that 
Judge Parker and Mr. Ogden were fellow- 
passengers on a steamer trip and became 
very friendly. The political situation in 
New York State was discussed, and Mr. 
Sheehan’s name was mentioned as a pos- 
sible candidate for the United States Sen- 
atorship. Mr. Ogden is said.to have ex- 
pressed his opinion of Mr. Sheehan as a 
Senatorial possibility, to which Mr. Park- 
er, according to the story told, did not 

In fact, it is said the ex-Judge 
asked Mr. Ogden to put his views into 
a letter, which Mr. Parker would show to 
Mr. Sheehan in the belief that it might 
have the effect of keeping him out of the 
contest. 

Mr. Sheehan, curious as to the reason 
why Mr. Ogden should write such a let- 
ter, asked a mutual friend about it. This 
friend went to Mr. Ogden and inquired 
why he had done so. 

“Why,” Mr, Ogden is said to have re- 
plied, ‘‘ because Judge Parker suggested 
that I write it.” 

When this friend carried the answer to 
Mr. Sheehan there is said to have been 
@ coolness between the law partners, The 
story of the Ogden letter became known 
here within the past few days, and it 
is the report now that if Mr. Sheehan 
cannot be elected under no circumstances 
will his followers throw their support to 
Judge Parker.

TROOPS STOP WINE RIOTS. 


Most of the Villages in thé Region 
Under Military Control. 


PARIS. Jan. 19.—The Government -bas 
asserted its authority in order to over~ 
come rioting which has‘ started in the 
champagne district. 

Most of the villages in the wine region 
are occupied to-night by troops, and the 
outlook for a settlement of the trouble 
has greatly improved. 

The Prefect of Champagne to-day went 
unescorted to a meeting of delegates rep- 
resenting the growers in eighteen villages 
and succeeded in obtaining a promise that 
there would be no further destruction of 
property. 

Although the misery of the wine work- 
ers, resulting from poor crops and small 
wages, is recognized officially, it is point- 
ed out that large sums have already been 
appropriated by Parliament to alleviate 
their suffering. 

Last night 2,000 men and women from 
the surrounding country marched into 
Hauteville, carrying red banners and sing- 
ing revolutionary airs. They broke into 
several wine cellars and smashing the 
casks poured the contents, valued at 
thousands of dollars, inte the streets, unttl, 
the thoroughfares fairly ran with cham- 
pagne. Thousagds of pottles of wine were 
emptied into a creek. 

The owners of many wine establish- 
ments, which have been threatened@by the 
rioting workers, have walled up their cel- 
lars. : 

The growers, whose campaign Is being 
directed by a seeret committee, declare 
hat they can bear uncomplainingly the 


i resulting from the failure of the 
vines, but that Sues will not tolerate the 
importation of wine from other regions 
by certain manufactarers for the purpose 
of transforming it into spurious cham- 
pagne. 


ADLER, BANKER, 1S GUILTY. 


His Second Conviction in Case Involv- 
ing $120,090 in Overdrawn Funds. 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 19.—William Ad- 
ler, former President of the State Na- 
tional Bank of New Orleans, was found 
guilty late to-day in the Federal court 
on eighty counts charging misapplication 
of the funds of the bank. 

This was the second time Adler had 
been tried for this offense. At the first 
trial more than a year ago he was found 
guilty and sentenced to six years in the 
Federal penitentiary at Atlanta. The ver- 
dict was reversed as to many counts by 
the United States Circuit Court of *Ap- 
peals and a new trial granted. : 
Following the decision of the Appellate 
Court another indictment was returned, 
upon whigh the jury returned a verdict 
of guilty to-day. A motion for a new 
trial was made and Adler was released 
under the existing bond of $40,000. 

It was charged that Adler in 1907 per- 
mitted a local firm of which he was 


a member to overdraw its account at 
the hank for more than $100,000, and 
that he overdrew his own account to tl 
extent of about $20,000. In ember of 
that year, shortly before the failure of 
the bank, Adler chartered a steamer. 
loaded it with merchandise, and sailed 
for Central America. The vessel was 
wrecked off Honduras, but the banker 
and crew reached Belize. 

After remaining for nearly a year in 
Honduras and Nicaragua, where he had 
mining interests, Adler returned to New 
Orleans and surrendered. 


POISON SUSPECTED. 


Coroner Is Investigating the Mysteri- 
ous Death of a Chicago Man.

CHICAGO, Jan. 19.—David J. Pavis, 
manager and. stockholder of the Davis 
Milk Machinery Company, died to-day 
under circumstances which caused the 
attending physician to refuse a certifi- 
cate, whereupon the Coroner sent the 
internal organs to a chemist for analysis. 
Dr. W. A. D. Montgomery sald the pa- 
tient declared repeatedly that he was be- 
ing poisoned, and for several weeks had 
refused to take food or medicine. 
Mr. Davis was taken sick in Decem- 
ber. He was first attended by his broth- 
er, Dr. J. J. Davis, and later by Dr. Mont- 
gomery, Who recently surrendered the 
case to Dr. Clement W. K. Briggs. He 
leaves several brothers, all his seniors. 
One is 90 years old, indicating a long- 
lived family. The dead man was 63 years 
old. 

His wife, wha ts 43, told the Coroner 
that she belie his disease was intes- 
tinal. She said her husband’s vocal cords 
were paralyzed for three weeks before 
his death. Dr. Briggs's testimony was 
to the effect that Mr. Davis was able to 
talk at times and repeatedly said to him 
he was being poisoned with arsenic, symp- 
toms of which, he said, were present; but 


a superficial examination of the internal 
organs to-day failed to show and signs 
of that poison. 

The inquest was postponed pending fur- 
ther tavestigation. Detectives have been 
yul on the case. 

Mrs. Davis said to-night that her hus- 
bend carried no life insurance and had 
accumulated no money.

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M’ADOO FIGURES OUT 
NEW SUBWAY SYSTEM 


City Could Build It for $107,000,- 
000 and Make $13,000,000 
Profit in 10 Years, He Says. 








TRANSFERS WITH INTERBORO 





Thinks the Company Could Be Com- 
pelled to Give Them in Exchange 
for Elevated Privileges./

William G, McAdco, President_of the 
Hudson & Manhattan Company, speaking 
at a dinner under the auspices of the 
Trustees of Plymottth Church, in Brook- 
lyn, last night, set forth a plan for con- 
struction by the city of an independent 
subway system embracing the main feat- 
ures of the Triborough route. 

Mr. McAdoo bid last Fall on the equip- 
ment and operation of the Triborough, 
with modifications, but as the Public 
Service Commission did net take up his 
proposal within the month set for its con- 
sideration, he allowed it to expire by lim- 
itation, declaring that the city must. first 
choose between monopoly and’ competi- 
tion on its rapid transit development be- 
fore considering the merits of proposals. 

While Mr. McAdoo did not say in his 
address last night that he would bid on 
the equipment and operation of. the sys- 
tem which he described, it was under- 
stood on good authority that he would be 
prepared to do so if the city determined to 
bulld it. 

The physical features of the McAdoo 
offer are practically those of the original 
Triborough with these modifications: 
Connections between the Centre Street 
loop subway with the three downtown 
East River bridges and the trunk line in 
Broadway, so as to allow the operation 
of trains from Brooklyn through the 
bridge loop subway up and down town 
over the main stem in Manhattan; these 
connections consisting of a link from 
Centre Street into Broadway at Spring 
Street and a link from the Brooklyn 
Bridge into Broadway at Vesey Street. 

The construction of a local loop from 
Lexington Avenue and Forty-second 
Street through Forty-second Street and 
Sixth Avenue to Thirty-fourth Street and 
thence down Broadway to rejoin the main 
line at Tenth Street. 


Reduces Size of Triborough Tube. 


Reduction of the size of the Triborough 
tube as adopted by the Public Service 
Commission to a cross section nine inches 
higher than the. existing Interborough 
subway; the elimination of reservoir sta- 
tions and the substitution therefor of sep- 


ae arate Joading and unloading platforms to 


avoid the collision of two streams of 
traffic at the express stations. 

An operating contract giving the city 
the right to take over the subway not 
only at the end of ten years (as required 
by the present law) on payment of cost 
to the operator plus 15 per cent., but the 
right to take over at any time after one 
year on payment of the operator's cost 
plus 20 per cent. 

If universal subway transfers .are 
deemed desirable, a provision in the op- 
erating contract of the independent line 
that it transfer at intersections with the 
Interborough Subway, and a stipulation 
that the grant of such transfers oy the 
Interborough shall be a condition prece- 
dent to any extensions or third-tracking 
of its elevated lines. 

This, Mr. McAdoo estimates, could be 
built, with roadbed, track, and signal 
Systems, for $107,000,000, ana equipment 
by the operator with electrical apparatus 
of the most improved design, cars, power 
houses, storage yards, shops, &c., for 
$47.000,000. 

It would offer in its physical features 
the two triborough extensions in the 
Bronx, one to Pelham Bay Park and the 
other out Jerome Avenue to Woodlawn: 
then a main stem down Lexington Ave- 
nue and Broadway in Manhattan to the 
Battery, and operating connections 
through the Centre Street bridge loop 
subway to the Williamsburg Bridge and 
the Manhattan Bridge, with the Fourth 
Avenue Subway to Fortieth Street, Bay 
Ridge, and with the Broadway-Lafayette 
loop from the Williamsburg Bridge out 
Broadway, Williamsburg, and back over 
Lafayette Avenue to connect with the 


Fourth Avenue Subway at Flatbush and 
Atlantic Avenues. 


He Presents “the Issue.” 


Further extensions which Mr. McAdoo 
Suggests, but does not include tn his esti- 
mate of construction cost, comprise a 
line out Broadway, Williamsburg, to the 
Queens County line, or a branch from 
Lexington Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street 
in Manhattan over the Queensboro 
Bridge; a new tunnel to Brooklyn under 
Liberty and = spesppie Streets, and a con- 
tinuation of the Fourth Avenue system 
to Coney Island and to Staten Island via 
Fort Hamilton and a tunnel under the 
Narrows. 

In his speech last night Mr. McAdoo 
made this statement of what he termed 
“the Issue”: 

“The real question is: Shall the city 
build an independent system of subways 
with its own money, equipped with pri- 
vatg capital and operated under a short- 
term lease, the city to share the profits, 
thus asauras competition? or, shall the 
Suit B gern wh the Interborough Company to 
build extensions of its present system 
upon terms that in effect create a lease 
of forty-nine years’ duration and require 

,000,000 of city money, thus assuring a 
monopoly? 

“A vital issue of municipal policy is 

ere presented. Upon its wise determina- 
tion the welfare of the community de- 
pends for many years to come> The 
ee = Fi erg ogre ane monopoly as 

esen y the two plans mu . 
fore be considered.”’ 2 na en 
Mr. McAdoo provides for the estimated 
construction cost of $107,000,000 thus: 
The city has $60,000,000 in hand and 
$10,000,000 “per annum which the Con- 
trolWer has repeatedly stated that ‘the 
city can easily set aside for the next five 
h ll produce an additional 
-000,000, makfhng a total of $110,000,000, 
which is all that the city will have to 
ee to secure this splendid transpor- 
tion facility. The cost of all equip= 
ment and interest during construction will 
amount to $47, An operator can 
in my . wry be found to provide this 
$47,000,000, so that the city’s credit need 
not be taxed for this amount.” 


Figures the Income Account.

WASHINGTON, Friday, Jan. 20.—The 
caucus of the Democratic members of the 
next House of Representatives adjourned 
early this morning after a discussion of 
various matters of policy. 

It was determined after a long debate 
that the Ways and Means Committee 
should be the Committee on Committees

SEVEN TOWNS IN DARKNESS. 


Current Shut Off by Firemen During 
a NeW Rochelle Blaze.

NEW ROCHELLE, Jan. 19.—This city, 
Mount Vernon, Pelham, North Pelham, 
Pelham Manor and Larchmont, and a 
part of the town of Mamaroneck were 
plunged in darkness and all electric ma- 
chinery stopped to-night when the current 
was shut off in the power house of the 
Westchester Lighting Company here by 
order of Fire Chief James Ross, following 
a blaze in the residence of Charles Edwin 
Jones, 74 Main Street.

OHIO FOR INCOME TAX. 


Amendment Now Ratified by Legis- 
latures of Ten States. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 19.—By a vote 
of 100 to 3 the House to-day concurred in 
the action of the Senate in adopting the 
resolution providing for the approval of 
the income tax amendment to the United 
States Constitution. 
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WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Ohio ts the 
tenth State to ratify the income tax 
amendment to the Constitution, the other 
nine being Alabama, Illinois, Maryland, 
Oklahoma, Georgia, Kentucky, Missis- 
sippi, South Carolina, and Texas. In five 
States the Legislatures have refused to 
ratify the amendment. They are New 
York, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, Vir- 
ginia, and Louisiana. 

The advocates of the income tax here 
are sanguine that ratification will be had 
by enough additional States this Winter 
to give the amendment force as part of 
the Constitution. It is expected that in 
New York the Democratic Legislature will 
follow the recommendation of Gov. Dix 
and declare in favor of the amendment. 
It requires ratification by thirty-five 
States to put the amendment in force.

DIES SUDDENLY — 
IN HOTEL ROOM 


Had Gone to the Seymour to 
Call and Was Found Fatally 
Stricken in Upper Corridor. 


BRAIN HEMORRHAGE KILLS

His Career In Rallroading, Financed, 
and Politics Had Been a Notable One 
--Once Secretary of the Navy 
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Paul Morton, President of the Hquitatim 
Life Assurance Soetety, former Secretary 
of the Navy, and a financier of Nationai 
repute, died suddenly of a hemorrhage of 
the brain last night tin the Hotel Seymour 
at 44 West Forty-fifth Street. He had 
gone there late in the afternoon, presumed 
ably to make a call. 

Mr. Morton had had luncheon with his 
brother downtown and had left him to 
meet later at the Morton home, 844 Fifth 
Avenue. According to the hotel man- 
agement Mr. Morton arrived at the Sey- 
mour about 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
and without calling at the desk to an- 
nounce himself stepped at once into an 
elevator and ascended to the. Hitth floor, 
There he left thé elevator, ahd the oper- 
ator closed the door quickly and contin- 
wed upward, as there were other pas- 
sengers in the car. 

Just what happened when Mr.. Morton 
reached the fifth floor corridor is not 
definitely known, but he {fs supposed to 
have staggered and fallen. One of the 
maids found him there unconscious a few 
minutes later. 


She telephoned at once to the office, 
and the manager of the Seymour, Freder- 
ick C. Hall, was notified. Mr. Hall sum-~ 
moned Dr. Henry Pearson, the houss 
physician, who is also house physician of 
the Hotel Iroquois, on West Forty-fourth 
Street, and who wag in his office at the 
latter hotel. 

Dr. Pearson arrived a few minutes later, 
and assisted by Hotel Seymour employes, 
carried Mr. Morton into Room 55, which 
had been vacated about two hours before 
by P. L. Kiernan, a lawyer, with offices 
at 141 Broadway. 

Mr. Morton’s identity was not known at 
the time, but Dr. Pearson, réalizing that 
the man was dying, instructed Manager 
Halil to call another physician, and Dr. 
Cc. C. Barrows responded. The two phy~ 
sicians did what they could, but were 
unable to revive the dying man. 

After half an hour it was decided to 
examine his effects to learn his identity. 
His card case revealed this. 

Dr. Isaac Adler, the family physician of 
the Mortons, was then called in, and later . 
the Morton home was notified by tele- 
phone. Mrs. Morton and Joy Morton, the 
brother, hastened to the hotel, but ar- 
rived after Mr. Morton’s death, an hour. 
and a half after he was striken. — 

In the meantime there was intense ex- 
citement in the hotel. Word soon spread 
that Mr. Morton had_ been taken ill on 
the fifth floor and was probably dying. 
In the dining room were several dozen 
men and women, who upon learning that 
@ man of such prominence was dying in 
an upper room, crowded about the hotel 
desk asking for information. Manager 
Hall and his assistants turned them away 
with the statement that Mr. Morton’s 
‘IiIness was not serious and that he would 
be all right in a few minutes. 


Blood Vessel Burst in Brain. 


Mr. Morton died at 6:30 o’clock withe 
out having recovered consciousness. Core 
oner Israel L. Feinberg came to the hotel 
and was joined there by Coroner’s Phy- 
sicilan O’Hanlon. After questioning the 
physicians who had been in attendance, 
and after learning all he could from the 
hotel attendants, Coroner Feinberg .an- 
nounced that Mr. Morton’s death was 
caused from arterio-sclerosis, or hard- 
ening of the arteries, which had caused 
an increased blood pressure, resulting in 
the sudden bursting of a blood vessel in 
the brain. : 

Coroner Feinberg was at first informed 
that Mr. Morton had gone to the-hotel to_ 
meet Mr. Kiernan. by appointment. But 
he said later that this was a mistake, 
and that in the excitement of the meo- 
ment his informant had jumped at con- 
clusions upon learning that Mr. Morton 
had been taken to the room lately °occu- 
pied by Mr. Kiernan. 

“Dr. Adler had been treating Mr. Mor- 


ton for arterial trouble and also for an 
affection of the kidneys,” said Coronet — 
“It was 


Feinberg later in the evening. 
this condition tnat brought on the hem- 
orrhage of the brain. From all I can 
learn there was no one with Mr. More 
ton when he was stricken. Every © 

who is in a position to know says that 
he left the elevator without saying wha

which Mr. Morton was taken, but that 
he had been removed to another room 
a few hours before. This, however, proved 
t> be a mistake, for I was informed later 
that Mr. Kiernan gave up the room at 
3 o’clock in the afternoon ahd left the 
hotel.”’ 

Wife Arrives Too Late. 


Mr. Morton’s wife and his brother, Joy 
Morton of Chicago, were waiting for him 
in the dining room of the Morton home 
when news was sent to them over the 
telephone that Mr. Morton had fainted in 
the Hotel Seymour. Mr. and Mrs. Morton 
were to have attended the dinner and 

dance given last night by Mrs. George 
J. Gould for her daughter, Miss Vivian 
Gould, who is to marry Lord Decies. 

Mrs. Morton was just commenting upon 
her husband’s absence when the Morton 
butler entered the room and told her that 
some ill had befallen her husband. Mrs. 
Morton and her brother-in-law started at 
ence for the Hotel Seymour. But they 
arrived too late to see Mr. Morton alive. 

Both Mrs. Morton and her brother-in- 
law were nearly prostrated by the shock. 
A little later in the evening Joy Morton 
rallied enough to tell all he knew of the 
events leading up to his brother’s death. 

Had Seemed Well at Luncheon. 

“This is tragic, tragic,” exclaimed 
young Mr. Morton to a group of news- 
paper men. ‘I got here only this morn- 
ing from Chicago. Paul met me at the 
railroad staton, and not long afterward 
we attended a meeting of ,the Directors 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Society. 

“At 2:30 o’clock this afternoon I 
lunched with Paul and Judge Day in the 
Bquitable Life Building. I noticed noth- 
ing unusual about Paul then. After 


lunch I left Paul and went to his home 
at 844 Fifth Avenue. Just before I left 
my brother he rr would join me at 
is home at 6 o'clock. ‘i 
- “Shortly before 6 o’clock Mrs. Morton, 
my sister-in-law, and I had tea, and we 
expected that Paui would drop in before 
we finished. When 6 o’clock* came and 
assed and he had not appeared Mrs. 
orton began to grow uneasy, for Paul 
was always punctual. While she was 
wondering the telephone rang and the 
butler announced that the Seymour Ho- 
tel had called up and said that Mr. Mor- 
tom had fainted there. Just a little while 
before this Mrs. Morton telephoned ‘to 
the Metropolitan Club to see if Paul could 
be tHere, but was informed that he had 
not been there. When the message from 
the Seymour came we communicated 
pgain with the Metropolitan Clib and 
got in touch with Edward J. Berwind. 
Mr. Berwind, immediately after hearing 
from Joy Morton, hastened in a taxicab 
to the Hotel Seymour and was taken at 
once to Room 55. He arrived just before 
Mr. Morton died. . 


Had Laughed at Warnings of ITll- 
Health. 


Continuing his story, Joy Morton said 
that his brother had been warned several 
times of late that he was in a dangerous 
physical condition, but that he had 
laughed at the warnings and had said 
that the doctors were only trying to fool 
him into going on a diet. But in spite of 
his refusal to admit that he was ill Mr. 
Morton agreed a few days ago to accom- 

any his wife to Europe. hey were to

Body Taken to His Home. 


Joy Morton had his talk with the news- 
paper men in the anteroom of the Hotel 
Seymour just after the body of his 
brother had been taken from the hotel in 
an undertaker’s wagon and removed to 
the Morton home on Fifth Avenue. It 
had been decided by Coroner Feinberg 
that death had been due to natural causes 
and that no autopsy would be held. 

While Mr. Morton talked about his dead 
brother, Thomas F. Ryan, Edward J. 
Berwind. and Theodore P. Shonts, Presi- 
dent ef the interborough Rapid Transit 


Company, were near by. All three were 
close friends of the late President of the 
Equitable. All had been summoned by 
telephone shortly after the news reached 
the Morton home that ill had befallen Mr. 
Morton. ! 

J. Hopkinson Smith, Jr., a son-in-law of 
Mr. Morton, also went to the Hote] Sey- 
mour, accompanied by his wife. 

Shortly after Mrs. Morton, her daugh- 
ter, and the others had left the hotel 
Paul D. Cravath arrived. He, too, had 
been notified by telephone and had has- 
-tened there. hoping to see his old friend 
before he died. 

* Tt is hard to believe that Mr. Morton 
is dead,”’ said Mr. Cravath. ‘ The sur- 

rise is almost as great as it would be to 

ear that I mvself was dying.”’ 

It was at Mr. Cravath’s house nearly 
two weeks ago that Mr. Morton attended 
the conference of financiers who saved 
the Madison Trust Company by merging 
4t into the Equitable Trust Company and 

revented disaster to the Twelfth and 

ineteenth Ward Banks. Mr. Cravath, 
upon learing that Mrs. Morton and the 
others had returned home, proceeded 
there at once. ; 

Tt was announced at the Morton home 
late last night that the funeral would 
take place to-morrow at 2 P. M. It will 
be private. Burial will be in Woodlawn 
Cemetery. 

In the intense excitement the manage- 
‘ment of the Hotel Seymour gave out sev- 
eral conflicting stories concerning Mr. 

- Morton’s death. When reporters first ar- 
rived they were told that he had not been 
stricken in the hotel at all, but in the 
street, near the main entrance, and had 
been carried into the hotel by chauffeurs. 

Mr. Morton was a well-known figure in 
the hotel corridor, but the employes say 
they had-never noticed what friends he 
met there. It is supposed that he entered 
the hotel yesterday afternoon by the side 
entrance on Forty-fourth Street, and 
walked down a long narrow hallway to

PAUL MORTON’S CAREER. 


Railroad Man, Cabinet Officer, and 
Financier—The Santa Fe Rebates. 


Paul Morton, President of the Equita- 
ble Life Assurance Society, brought with 
him when he was called to New York to 
head that institution and still the strife 
which had rent in twain, the reputation 
of an administrator competent at once to 
plan the broad policy of a great concern 
and at the same time to enter into the 
details which make so much for efficient 
management. His experience had. been 
that of a railroad man and a cabinet offi- 
cér, but whether as Vice President of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé or as Sec- 
retary of the Navy his ability to manage 
men and affairs had marked him as one 
of the leading business men of the 
country. 

He was born on May 22, 1857, in Detrolt, 
his father being J. Sterling Morton, an 
Easterner, who later cut loose from the 
settled districts and had cast his lot in 
the yet undeveloped plains of Nebraska. 
It was in that State that Paul grew up, 


most of his early years being passed at 
Arbor Lodge, Nebraska City. His father 
was a man of means, who was Secretary 








o go to college. Instead he entered ac- 
tive life by taking a clerkship in the 
Omaha office of the land department of 
the Burlington & Missouri Railroad. 

In’ those days in Western railroading 
everything was new. Paul Morton had 
seen the ox team and stage coach, which 
formed at first the only means of trans- 
portation across his State, and as the 
line was built up there was plenty of 
room for the display of ingenuity and 
resource. Young Morton set himself to 
develop the business of the company, 
and when he was transferred to the 
freight departmentiof the company he was 
called upon to exercise all the tact and 
foresight of a leading official. 

His father used to say of him that 
when he had been appointed assistant 
freight agent of the road, by frequent 
trips up and down the line he became 
acquainted vith every employe at every 
station and could tell offhand the busi- 
ness to be expected in every town, the 
names of its leading citizens and exactly 
what were the peculiarities of the de- 
mands they were iikely to make on the 
railroad. 


His Suecessful Railroad Policy. 


In addition, Mr. Morton had to meet 
with the difficulties caused by overcom- 
ing the prejudices of pioneers and the 
conflicts between ill-defined State and 
National laws. 
try of vast. extent it was essential that 
he should get business to pay the run- 
ning expenses and afford the funds for 
the extensions which would alone build 
the system up into a profitable concern. 
Sparing in his personal habits, determined 
from the first to live within his income, 
he carried out the same principle in deal- 
ing with the railroad. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy took 
over the Burlington. & Missouri, and he 
was made successively general passenger 
agent and general freight agent. Then 
in 1890, when the system had been thor- 
oughly established,’ he withdrew for a 
time from railroading. He went into the 
coal business, and became Vice President 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, 
and President of the Whitebreast Fuel 
Company. However, he was too good a 
man to be lost by the transportation in- 
terests, and in 1896 he was elected a 
Vice President of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé. 

In this position he initiated a broad 
policy of building up the territory through 
which the road ran, which showed at its 
best the colonizing function of a great 
railroad in a new country. He adopted 
the view that the railway could only pros- 
per if the people it served were prosper- 
ous, and he did all. he could to assist 
those who were likely to be good clients 
of the line. 


road was giving rebates. It appears that 
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arranging the rates as to further the coal 
industry in Colorado and New. Mexico. 
In the days before the Elkins law this 
was only one instance of the favors 
granted to large shippers, and it was of 
so ordinary a nature that it excited little 
remark. It was not disputed that by

Morton was technically responsible for 
what was going on. A series of suits 
were brought abainst the company, and 
ex-Attorney General Judson Harmon, 
now Governor of Ohio, and A. M. Judson 
were employed by President Roosevelt to 
prosecute them. In their investigations 
they found that the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron Company had, as rival concerns had 
charged, received favors from the rall- 
road, and they recommended that Mr. 
Morton and other officials should be per- 
sonally prosecuted for these -practices. 

But r. Morton had already in 1904 
been appointed to the Secretaryship of the 
Navy by Mr. Roosevelt, who was an old 
friend of Mr. Morton’s father. The Presi- 
dent referred the matter to Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody, and he decided that the per- 
sonal responsibility could not be enforced. 
Certain legal questions with respect to the 
injunction issued against the railroad 
which, it was alleged, had been infringed 
were involved, and Judge Philips of the 
Kansas City Federal Court declared that 
there was no evidence to show that Mr. 
Morton or any other official had violated 
the court’s order. 


In these circumstances Mr. Moody de-! 


cided that there was no ground for per- 
sonal prosecution of Secretary Morton, 
and President Roosevelt wrote to him 
agreeing heartily with his decision. Mr. 
Harmon took a strong view on the other 
side, and his protests against the drop- 
ping of the personal suit caused a breach 
between him and President Roosevelt. 
The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
thus summed up the question of Mr. Mor-

ton’s responsibility in an official state- 
ment: 

“ There was a technical violation of the 
law involved in the transaction, as has 
always been plain, but that there was 
criminal intent on the part of Mr. Morton 
and the other officials involved has al- 
ways been denied, and the avowed pur- 
a pte of the practice tends to support that 
view. 

Secretary Morton stayed at Washington 
for exactly one year, from July 1, 1904, to 
July 1, 1905. He was not long enough in 
the department to produce much effect On 
the organization of the navy, but what he 
accomplished was in the direction of effi- 
ciency and economy. He is remembered 
for his impatience of red tape and cere- 
monial, and the steps he took to con- 
solidate the power plants in the various 
navy yards and to reorganize the business 
methods in vogue. 

In purely political affairs Secretary Mor- 
ton was not, however, much at home. He 
refused to take the active part in politics 
that is usually expected of Cabinet offi- 
cers, and he devoted himself entirely to 
the duties of his department. It has been 
said of him that he summed up the prob- 
lems of the navy in this direct fashion: 
‘Construction, instruction, and destruc- 
tion.’ He was a believer in building ships 
of the largest size and the most powerful 
armament possible, and only a few 
months ago declared in an interview that 
he considered that the cost of a great 
navy to a country with such possessions 
as the Philippines and Hawaii was not 
worth considering if. it was looked on in 
the light of insurance. 

Hie also declared after his return from 
a trip last Summer to Europe his admir- 
ation of the military system of Germany, 
and his belief that a compulsory military 
service of perhaps a year would be good 
for this country. He based his remark 
on the prosperity of the German Empire, 
and the fact that he had seen there fewer 
beggars and men out of work than in any 
other country he had visited in his travels. 

In the deliberations of the Cabinet, apart 
from his official duties, he was ef great 
service through his thorough knowledge 
of the railroad business. It is believed 
that the very man who was subjected to 
attack as a rebater assisted materially 
the Government officials by putting at 
their service his intimate acquaintance 
with the mysteries of freight rate mak- 
ing. 

Meanwhile the great insurance scandal 
had broken out. and the entire financial 
world was in dismay at the feeling of 
distrust with which Wall Street and its 
methods were regarded by the country at 
large. Thomas F.. Ryan solved part of the 
problem by buying up the control of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society from 
James Hazen Hyde, and then looked 
around for a man of National reputation 
to head it. He found him in Mr. Morton, 
and he induced him to leave the Cabinet 
to give the benefit of his name to the in- 
surance company. 

From the day that Mr. Morton arrived 
in New York the troubles of the Equita- 
ble began to fade into the background.

Though it had suf- 
fered ‘more severely than any of the in- 
surance companies as a result of the in- 
surance investigation, it has now for two 
or three years been completely rehabili- 
tated. The mutualization scheme has not 
ret been carried out, but that was no 
ault of Mr. Morton's, Legal difficulties 
of gréat complexity stand in the way 
which have not yet been overcome.

Morton, Roosevelt Says, Enabled the 
Government to End Rebating:.

OYSTER BAY, L. I., Jan. 19.—Ex-Pres- 
ident Roosevelt was apprised of the death 
of Paul Morton at his home here to-night 
by a private teiegram. To newspaper 
men who brought him word of the fatali- 
ty, Col. Roosevelt explained that he knew 


of his friend’s death already. Later in 
the evening he issued this statement: 

“IT am greatly grieved and shocked at 
Mr. Morton's death. He was a stanch 
and loyal friend, and an absolutely square 
man in every relation. I was exceed- 
ingly fond of him personally, and I found 
him an admirable Cabinet officer. 

“It was to him, more than to any other 
man, that we owed the information which 
enabled the Government definitely to 
break the Sangam of giving rebates by 
the railroa 
which he alone among railroad men was 
willing, at no small cost to himself, to 
render f@ the public, and for it he is 
entitied to the grateful remembrance of 
all men who deem it of prime importance 
to see the laws rigidly and justly en- 
forced. 

“For private and public reasons both I 
deeply regret his death.’’ 


Alvin W. Krech, President of the Equi- 
table Trust Company, said last night at 
his home, 17 East Seventieth Street: 

‘“*I am greatly shocked at the sudden 
death of Mr. Morton. I feel the loss very 
deeply as a personal one, as in our close 
business relations during the past five 
years we have become very close personal 
friends. As a business man he was the 
most direct, keen-minded, clear-headed.

Mr Morton had no comment to make 
on the new agreement, and at Mr. Mor- 
fan's office it was said that he had noth- 
ing to ada to the statement regarding 
the Equitable ..1e Trustees issued at Al- 
bany. ‘The Trustees selected are those 


whose names have been mentioned in the 
financia! district for a week or ten days 
as those whom Mr. Morgan had chosen. 

The new voting trust agreement. which 
is dated Dec. 81, 1910, is to run for five 
years and is identical with that executed 
by Thomas F. Ryan in June, 1905, with 
the single exception that the clauses in 
the Ryan agreement, giving trustees pow- 
er to renew the trust every five years 
and themselves to put into effect a mut- 
ualjzation of the company. have been 
omitted. Instea@ of the power to renew, 
the agreement may be canceled at any 
time by Mr. Morgan. This, it seems to 
the department, is to permit the immediate 
carrying into effect of a permanent mutu- 
alization plan along the lines of Mr. 
Morgan’s announcement when he acquired 
the stock in December, 1909. 

The correspondence shows that under 
date of Jan. 17, 1910, Mr. Morgan wrote 
to William H, Hotchkiss as Superintend- 
ent of Insurance, inclosing the voting 
trust agreement of the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society. which he had executed. 
In his letter Mr. Morgan says: 


You will note that {t places us all in such 
a position that when some determination 
can be reached in the interests of the 
policyholders, and which is satisfactory to 
your Department, it can be carried into ef- 
fect without unnecessary delay. I trust 
that you and the trustees will continue 
to pursue the subject until a plan ts worked 
out that will be satisfactory to all con- 
cerned, and to that end I would bespeak a 
continuance of your kindly interest and 
co-operation. 


Supt. Hotchkiss replied on the 18th, 
acknowledging the receipt of the trust 
agreement, and saying: 

I accept the formal execution of such 
agreement as a preliminary and, for a 
time—no satisfactory solution 6f this per-— 
plexing problem having yet been found— 
seemingly necessary step toward fixing the 
control of this insurance corporation where 
it belongs, namely, In its policyholders. 

Understanding, therefore, that it is your 
purpose, as soon as possible, to formulate 
or accept a plan whereby the dangers which 
in years past have lurked in the private 
ownership of this vast, public trusteeship 
will be permanently avofded,-I will continue 
to co-operate with you to that end.

| ALBANY, Jan. 19.—All of the State 
departments, which are supervised by of- 
ficials appointed by the Chief Executive, 
are to be investigated by Gov. Dix. This 
information was given out by the Gov- 
ernor to-day when he was asked regard- 
ing the report that he had asked for the 
resignation of Cornelius, V. Collins of Troy 
as State Superintendent of Prisons. 

The Governor declined to state whether 
or not he had taken such action, declar- 
ing that any information on that point 
should come from Mr. Collins. The Super- 
intendent of Prisons had previously said 
that the question as to the Governor's 
request should be answered in the Ex- 
ecutive Department. 

Gov. Dix made no specific statement 
concerning the investigations he has in 
mind, but inquiry at the offices of the 
Public Service Commission, the State Su- 
perintendent of Banks, the State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance, and the State Com- 
missioner of Excise failed to disclose that 
any of these officials had been asked to 
resign. 


In his annual message to the Legislat- 


ure the Governor said he would present a 
special message on prison affairs. A few 
days later Charles F. Murphy, leader of 
Tammany Hall, arrived in Albany. The 
Governor said he had been discussing 
phases of reform, in the finances of the 
prisons with Mr. Murphy. At that time 
the Governor also said he would visit each 
prison and other State institution to as- 
certain the exact situation. 

For several weeks there have been re- 
ports that. charges might -be filed against 
Supt. Collins. The latter said he would 
welcome an investigation, and if any sug- 
gestions were made for improvement he 
would gladly adopt them. At that time 
he said he would not resign. The Super- 
intendent may be removed by the Gov- 
ernor after an opportunity is given him 
to answer charges. The action of the 
Senate, which must confirm the nomina- 
tion of a State Prison Superintendent, is 
_ ys arate in the dismissal of that of- 

cial.

Dix took 
office. 





Mr. Collins was appointed by Gov.

His present term 
does not expire until after the term of 
the Governor is ended. Mr. Collins was 
referred to in the recent campaign by 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt as the Colonels 
*‘right-hand man in up-State matters.”’

The Governor was asked how binding 
he considered the Democratic caucus was 
upon those who participated in it.

sustained. . When the. first witness, Dr. 
Reed Baird, was placed-on the stand, the 
prosecutor said he understood Dr. Baird 
and eighty-seven other physicians were to 
be examined to ascertain if the  de- 
fendant hed purchased acetate of lead, or 
arsenic from them. He said if all these 
witnesses were placed on the stand the 
jury would draw the wrong inference.

Attorney J. J. P. O’Brien said Dr. Myers 
had testified that he refused Mrs. 
Schenk’s request for Fowler's solution of 
arsenic and that she told him she had 
obtained the arsenic from another. physi- 
cian earlier in the Summer. The defense 
desired to show that Mrs. Schenk did not 
get Fowler’s solution from-any physician 
in Wheeling. Replying to the court's 
question, Attorney O’Brien said the dc- 
fense desired to impeach the testimony of 
Dr. Myers, and Attorney Boyce said that 
unless the accused showed she did not 
get poison from any of the physicians, 
the jury will infer. that she did, 

Judge Jordan said the testimony of the 
physicians would be improper, as it 
would not be contradictory to the wo- 
man’s statement alieged to have been 
made to Dr. Myers. . 

‘‘It is not competent evidence, and 
will not admit it,’’ said the court. “If 
there are any more. doctors brought in 
for this purpose it will be in contempt.” 


Schenk Not Poisoned, Says Doctor. 


The defense then called Dr. J. J. Os- 
borne, who was on the stand the entire 
afternoon, and who will be the first wit- 
ness to-morrow, the prosecutor not hav- 
ing completed his cross-examination. He 


is one of the several physicians called to 
testify that Jchn Schenk was not suffer- 
ing from either lead or arsenical pofson- 
ing. He visited Schenk at the hospital 
Wov. 15 with Drs. Hupp and Jepson. He 
said Dr. Hupp had diagnosed the case as 
acute arsenical poisoning, but he noticed 
the symptoms did not correspond with 
the history of the case. Schenk, he said, 
was suffering from a strong grip, and 
did not-have the color of a’ victim of 
arsenica! poisoning. ‘ 

Dr. Osborne said sugar of lead in small 
quantities.was not a poison. It would 
require over an ounce to make a fatal 
dose. Ninety grains of sugar of lead in 
a twelve-ouncoe bottle of hemoquinine 
would settie ty the bottom and would have 
little effect on the medicine. The same 
was true of maltine cascara. 

In answer io the Prosecutor Dr. Os- 
borne said Schenk’s symptoms were not 
those of ptomaine poisoning. He ad- 
mitted that arsenic and lead poisoning 
would cause many of the symptoms he 
had found in Jonn Schenk. 

Dr. . He Best said he had been the 
Schenk family physician for twelve years 
before John Schenk’s latest illness. When 
he visited Schenk in October Schenk told 
him he had been ill a number of times. 
He examined him and concluded he was 
suffering from Bright's disease and stom- 
ach trouble. H® prescribed bismuth and 
codine to deaden pain, poisonous drugs 
when given in excess of physicians’ doses. 
As a result of this treatment Schenk 
improved, aud was able to go to work. 
Schenk then showed no signs of lead 
or arsenic poisoning... He also treated 
Schenk for tonsilitis, but there were no 
blue lines in his mouth. The doctor ex- 
pressed the opinion that the suddenness 
of the October iilness aiso indicated pto- 
maine poisoning, 

John C. Schenk is not to be called as a 
witness either for or against the defense.

An anti-suffragist on a suffragist plat- 
form, Miss Ida Tarbell, spoke: yesterday 
afternoon before Mrs. Mackay’s Equal 
Franchise Society in the Maxine Blliott 
Theatre, ‘‘ Women of the French. Revyo- 
lution’ was her subject, and she illus- 
trated her belief that while she thought 
women might fail as politicians, she be- 
lieved in woman working for the Govyern- 


ment and in her capability. 
“I am very glad to come this after- 


noon,’’ said Miss Tarbell, following Mrs. 
Mackay’s introduction. ‘‘I am. strongly 
convinced that people of opposite views 
should meet often if they do not exactly 
cross swords. I don’t think our aims are 
so different. In the final issue ali wome 
tho weil © desirabte, plage 
ple to live in, to increase joy, freed 
‘and understanding: Ee saunter:

same as ours, and by similar means. His- 
say. If women are not directly at the 
front, they are just back, and sometimes 
more important.’’ 

Miss Tarbell told of the lives of the 
French women of the period, their busi- 
ness partnership with their husbands, and 
the constant discussion of current events 
by the intelligent women of all classes, 
which fitted them to take part in the Rev- 
olution and understand its causes. 

‘During and after the Freneh Revolu- 
tion the women of France are a particu- 
larly interesting study. It was a mob of 
women who brought Louis XVI. and the 
Queen to Paris and watched them there. 
Dickens telis of the women who knitted 
at the guillotine, putting in a red stitch 
whenever a head fell. There may be no 
authority for that story, but certainly the 
women were there. 

‘* Prints in the City Museum in Paris, 
where is recorded the history of Paris, 
show that the women took part in every- 
thing. Pikes, which were the weapons of 
the Revolution, were made in sizes for 
women, and the red bonnets to fit their 
heads. It shows what women are—that 
when our fighting blood is roused we 
never forget, never forgive, and give no 
quarter.”’ 

Miss Tarbell built her story of the Revo- 
lution around Queen Marie Antoinette, 
ne aristocrat, and Mme. Roland, the rad- 
ical. 

‘*A woman in love will never 
good politician,.’’ said Miss 
‘““Each of these two women loved her 
country in her own way, but would not 
sacrifice class or the man she loved. A 
woman lives for those who depend upon 
her—that is the difficulty with the wo- 
man in polities: Noble women will die 
for those they love and the things in 
which they have faith. It shows that 
women cannot be depended upon in the 
last resource. 

“Tt is not an accident that women play 
a part in great events. It is the logical 
result of their previous life. Life, hume 
drum as it may seem, is a great school, 
There should be a perfect partnership bee 
tween men and women—'it is a fundamen- 
tal relation. But it is natural and imper- 
ative that women shauld be true to these 
who belong to them, and that unfits them 
for statecraft, as it fits them for. other. 
important duties of life.’’

He Misstated Conditions of City 
Deposits in Robin Bank. 








MAYOR ADVISES A REVISION 





List of City Depositories Should Be 
Gone Over Carefully, He Says, Ex- 
onerating City Chamberlain. 





City Chamberlain Hyde passed the lie 
to Controller Prerdergast yesterday in 4 
letter to the Mayor in which he denied 
emphatically that. Mr. Prendergest ever 
advised. him to withdraw the city’s money 
from the Northern Bank. Mr. Hyde add- 
ed that he made the Northern Bank @ 
city depository at the Controller’s re- 
quest. 

The Mayor promptly replied, exonerat- 
ing Mr. Hyde from any blame in the 
matter, but advising a complete revision 
of the city’s bank list. 

When the Controller saw the two let- 
ters he became very angry, and said that 
they were written and made public sim- 
ply as a ‘‘ device to hoodwink the peo- 
ple’ and distract public attention from 
the recent disappearance of the Cham- 
perlain, which the Controller character- 
ized #.S a public scandal. 

The Chamberiain’s letter to the Mayor 
read: 

OFFICE OF THE CITY CHAMBERLAIN. 

Jan. 18, 1911. 

Hon. William J. Gaynor, Mayor: 

Sir—Your letter of Jan. 17 is at hand. 

In the latter part of January, 1910, the 
Centroller came to me personally and re- 
quested me to designate the Northern 
Bank as the depository of taxes in the 
Bronx Borough. knew nothing of the 
bank, but he assured me that it was a 
sound and conservatively managed insti- 
tution. I ufterwards learned that he had 
been a stockholder and director and that 
Mr. Henderscn M, Wolfe, the Chief Audi- 
tor in his office, hand been Vice Presi- 
daent of thé bank. I ‘thereupon directed 
that it be made the depository of Bronx tax 
receipts. My office has never deposited 
eny money in that bark. The only de- 
posits made in that bank were by the 
Controller and some snraller 2mounts by 
the Water Registrar and President of the 
Borough. The public statement of the 
Controller that he afterwards asked me 
to draw the money out of the bank is an 
absolute untruth ond no one knows better 
than you the extent to which he can carry 
untruthfulness and deceit. Never did he 
make any such request of me. On the 
contrery the Controller contimued to de- 
posit the tax receipts in the said bank 
from day to day up to the day of its 
failure, which occurred during my recent 
absence. I repeat that I never deposited 
any of the city money in the said bank and 
in designating it as the depesitory of 
taxes as they were collected by the Con- 
troller’s department, I acted solely on the 
Controller’s request and assurance, 

As to the Carnegie Trust Conipany, be- 
fore I put any moncy in that institution, I 
consulted representatives of the State 
Banking Department and it was strongly 
vouched for by them as a solvent and 
well managed bark.

The Mayor Giwes Advice. 


The Mayor wrote in reply: 
OFFICE OF THE MAYOR. 
Jan. 19, 1911. 
Sir: Your letter of yesterday is at hand. 
J note what you say of how the Robin or 
Northern Bank came to be designated as 
a city depository, and who made the de- 
posits in it. While I am unable to attach 
blame to you in the matter, I must re- 
quest that hereafter you consult with me in 
such matters before acting. Please also go 
over the list of depository banks, and mark 
those which you think ought to be strick- 
en off. No wild-cat bank like Robin's bank 
should be on the list at all. When you 
have thus revised the list please submit 
it to me. The list has been growing for 
many years, and it is high time that it be 
revised. You will remember that I stated 
at the meeting of the Banking Commission 
early in January last that I thought the 
list was altogether too extended and should 
be curtailed. I am of that opinion still, 
and yet I may be wrong about it, and desire 
to have your judgment on the subject. I 
am aware that the deposit in any one bank 
should not be too large, afid in order to 
avoid that result we have to have a con- 
siderable number of banks for city de- 
positories.

Prendergast Explains. 

“This correspondence,” said the Con- 
troller, ‘‘I regard merely as a device of 
the Mayor and his man Hyde to divert at- 
tention from the scandal of Hyde’s ab- 
sence from his office under conditions 
which have given rise to the most se- 
vere criticism which has been directed 
against a public officer in the City of 
New York. during the present generation, 
They are attempting to cover this scan- 
dal by raising an issue cs to a detail ‘of 
the business of the Chamberlain's office. 
I do not feel disposed to assist Mr. Gay- 
nor and Hyde in their effort to hoodwink 
the people. It is the custom, however, 
for a public officer when attacked, no 
matter how contemptible the nature of the 
attack nor how discredited the assailant 
may be, to state his position, and, follow- 
ing that custom, I have this to say: 

“If Hyde had taken the trouble to con- 
sult the public records regarding the 
Northern Bank deposit matter he would 
know that on Jan. 1, 1911, there appeared 
in nearly all the papers a personal state- 
ment from me, in which I said that l 
had not up to that time, and would never 


in the future, disown my responsibility. 
for the initial deposit in the Northern 
Bank. I stand by that statement now, 
and go even further and say that*Hyde 
did consult me regarding the designation 
of the bank for tax receipts, and that lL 
approved the designation. Subsequent to 
this, however, not being satisfied with 
certain things I had heard regarding the 
Northern Bank, I closed the account 
which I had in that bank, which was -an 
account under the exclusive charge of the 
Controlier. This was in the latter part 
of February, 1910, and I again refer to! 
the statement of Jan. 1, in which I said 
that my action in closing the account 
shows clearly how I had come to regard 
the Northern Bank. 

‘On the very morning that I gave Dep- 

uty Controller Fisher instructions to close | 
the account I: went to Hyde's office and 
told him of my action. I have never 
seid that I advised him to withdraw 
accounts from the Northern. Bank. 
T have said was that I had told him that 
I had closed my account. When I spoke 
to him he said: ‘I witl send for Frank 
Grent, the President, whom I know very 
well.’ 

“At the time of the openine of the 
city’s account in the bank Hyde told, me 
that he knew Mr. Grant very well. When 
was the surety bond secured which cov- 
ers the Northern Bank account? Was it 
not secured subsequent to the time when 
I told Hyde that I had withdrawn my 
own, the Controller’s, account? This will 
indicate pretty well just what moved him 
to secure the surety bond. 

‘*Let these facts stand out plainly. 
The Controller closed his account in the 
Northern Bank in the latter part of 
February. 1910, and never gave it an- 
ether dollar. Hyde continued the ac- 
count over which he had control up to 
almost the very day the bank closed. 
When Hyde says that 1t continued to de- 
posit the tax receipts he knows very well 
that the deposit of these tax re:eipts is 
for his account and-not for mine, and, as 
I have before publicly stated, if 1 am_to 
be held responsible for the deposit of 
the tax receipts, then Commissioner 
Thompson of the Department of Water 
Supplv, Gas and Electricity is \responsible 
for the deposit of the receipts of- the 
Water Registrar’s department. — 

“This is the matter in a nutshell.”

most aristocratic corps in the Russian 
Army. 

To-day’s ceremony passed off with no 
unpleasant incident.

HAMILTON, Ontario, Jan. 19, Robert | 


Shiverick of Omaha, Neb., whose brain 
was pierced by the socket end of a sword 
blade which flew into the audience out of 
the hand of M. Mikail Mordkin at the per- 
formance of ‘‘ Russian Imperial Ballet ”’ 
here yesterday, has a fighting chance for 
his life to-night according to the doctors 
who operated upon him. As soon as the 
shattered fragments of bone which pressed 
against the front portion of the brain 
were removed Shiverick recovered con- 
sciousness, and he rested fairly well to- 
day. Septic poisoning is what the physi- 
cians fear. Only the presence of mind of 
the injured man and the performers pre- 
vented a panic in the theatre, which was 
crowded to the doors with a fashionable 
audience. 

Toward the close of the first part of 
the programme Mordkin and two soldiers 
engaged in a dance with clashing swords. 
Like a flash Mordkin’s blade shot out of 
the hilt and sailed over the heads of the 
orchestra, imbedding itself in Shiverick’'s 
head just above the left temple. While 
one man held his shoulders, two others 


pulled the blade out. 
‘‘ Hurry, for God’s sake, before my face 


is covered with blood; it will create a 
panic!’ he said. He clasped a handker- 
chief to his forehead and rushed to the 
back of the house, where he collapsed. 
Half a dozen physicians who were in the 
audience hurried him to the hospital in an 
ambulance. Men and women who sat 
close to Shiverick fainted. 

Mordkin paused for an instant and con- 
tinued the dance. Mile. Anna Pavlowa, 


who saw the sword strike the man, stag- | 


gered\ to one side and upset an incense 
lamp, Which started a fire. The stage 
hands extinguished it, however, before 
the audience became alarmed, and Pav- 
lowa pulled herself together and contin- 
ued to dance. Mordkin’s nerves were badly 


shaken, and later, at the close of a drink- 
ing scene, he accidentally threw a heavy 
metal cup over the footlights, 
tain musicians in the orchestra had a 
narrow escape. ’ 

Fearing that Shiverick would die, the 
police took the names of Mordkin and 
some of the other principals, but no at- 
tempt made to detain them, the man- 
agement promising that they would re- 
turn if called upon. The company has 
engaged a lawyer to look after its inter- 
est, as a heavy law suit is expected.

INDICT LAWYER EPSTEIN. 


Man Who Began Suit Against Hyde Is 
Accused of Grand Larceny. 


/ Alfred Epstein, a lawyer, at 320 Broad- 
way, who recently brought a taxpayer's 
Suit to restrain Controller Prendergast 
from paying the salary of City Chamber: 
lain Hyde for December, was arraigned 
before Judge Swann in General Sessions 
yesterday and pleadcd not guilty to an 
indictment charging him with grand lar- 
eeny. Epstein was indicted with four 
others on the complaint of John D. Jones 
of Scranton, Penn., who charged that he 
was swindled out of $3,000 by them. 

The others indicted are Louis Tholman, 
alias George Meyers, and H. C. Colt, both 
former associates of Alfred Goslin, noto- 
rious as a get-rich-quick operator. The 
two other men are named Ellis and 
Evans, and are of the firm of Ellis, 
Evans & Co., engineers at 27 Pine Street. 
None of these four has been arrested. 

In the indictment it is charged that Ep- 
stein was approached by Jones, who said 
he had control of an undeveloped coal 
mine, and was seeking capital. He was 
there in answer to an advertisement he 
had read in the papers saying that for- 
eign capital was offered for investment. 

Epstein, according to Jones's story, 
picked up a telephone which stood on the 
desk before him and asked to talk with 
the office of J. P. Morgan & Co. After 
a short wait Epstein is alleged to have 
said: 

‘Hello! Is this J. P. Morgan & Co.? 
I want to speak to Mr. Wilson, the cash- 
ier.”’ 

Epstein then held a long conversation 
with the person presumably at the end 
of the line, in which it appeared as if it 
was agreed that Morgan & Co. would in- 
vest $150,000 in the mine. 

Jones was then referred to Ellis, Evans 
& Co., who, Epstein told him, were the 
engineers for J. P. Morgan & Co. Be- 
fore Jones got through with Epstein and 
his associates he had turned over $3,000— 
$1,500 of which went to Epstein and the 
other $1,500 to the engineers. Jones then 
went to see the District Attorney. Ep- 
stein was released in $3,000 bail by Judge 
Swann. Before being arraigned he gave 
out this statement: 

‘*In regard to the charges made against 

me, I desire to say that I was retained 
last June as attorney to look after the 
matters of the Lackawanna Coal and 
Iron Company. I incorporated the com- 
;pany and drew up the by-laws and at- 
; tended to other legal matters for them. 
i They agreed to pay me a fee, but all I 
got from them was $1,500, and of this 
amount I had spent $500 for the fees of 
1 incorporation. In all transactions con- 
| cerning this company I acted merely as 
(an attorney. I made no misrepresenta- 
tions, and don’t fear the outcome of this 
proceeding.”’

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Jan. 19.—Attorney 
General George W. Wickersham sounded } 
a warning to-night against the tendency | 
of popular distrust of various branches of | 
the Government. He spoke before an au- 
dience of more than 400 jurists and ‘law- 
yers, who have gathered in Syracuse for | 
the annual meeting of the New York 
State Bar Association. United States Sen- 
ator Elihu Root presided. 

The Attorney General declared that a 
higher standard of morality prevailed to- 
day in both public and private life than 
ever before In the history of the country. 
‘“‘Abuse of the power of political or- 
ganizations in the past,” he continued, 
“has resulted in a popular distrust of 
them and of those in authority in them, 
particularly of those wielding their cen- 
tralized power to such an extent as to 
earn the characterization of ‘ Bosses.’ 
This distrust has produced a demand for 
a more direct participation by all the 
people not only in party management 
but in legislation, and a more immediate | 
control over the administrative acts of | 
executive officers*and.even of the conduct 
of the Judges.’’ 

The speaker asserted that “ these vari- 
ous tendencies give rise to the inquiry 
whether there is not danger that the 
movement toward better government may | 
not ignore the Constitutional channe! into | 


which it should be directed, and through 
which it may wi eg Se its laudable 
aims and legitimate purposes without 
damage to the structuré of our Govern- 
ment, and which, ijeft to itself, may 
sweep away great barriers of our institu- | 
tions which have protected us against all 
manner of political and social ills for a;

basement of a house at the corner of 
West End Avenue. He said he was Ver- 
non Graham, a clerk, of 178 West 135th 
Street. Magistrate Krotel held him in 
$2,000 bail for examination this morning 
on a charge of felonious assault. 

The two who were cut were patched up 
by an ambulance surgeon from Flower 
Hospital, and appeared as complainants 
in the West Side Court. The girl was 
Mary McAuley, of 456 East 186th Street, 
a stenographer employed by the Speed- 
ometer Company. Four stitches sufficed 
for the wound in her hand. put for the 


man, Daniel McGowan of 165 West 98th 
Street, the surgeon wag obliged to take 
seven stitches in the neck and eight in 
the hand. 


The negro boarded the express at 135th 


Street about eight o’clock. Like many 
others, he had no seat, and as the ¢ar 
made its way downtown 
freely his opinions of the subway man- 
agement.

and cried: 

“Look out! He has a knife in his 
hand.” 

This seemed to infuriate the negro, 
Miss McAuley says that he struck at her 
face, but she bent backwards out of 
reach, and as he struck again, caught the 
blow on her hand. She st 
tle and then fainted, her body falling 
through _the doorway to the station plat- 
form. Others hearing the cries, pressed 
toward the rear and front entrances of 
the car in panic.

From the profits of his 5 and 10 cent 
stores Frank W. Woolworth is about to 
erect the tallest office building in the 
world on the westerly side of Broadway, 
occupying the entire block between Bar- 
clay Street and Park Place. It will be 
750 feet high ,or about 60 feet higher than 
the Metropolitan Tower, and nearly 150 
feet taller than the Singer Tower. Mr. 
Woolworth yesterday confirmed the state- 
ment in THe New York Times that, with 
his recent purchase of the Barclay Street 
corner, he intends to enlarge his building’ 
te cover the entire block. 

“My building ideas have enlarged,” he 
said, “in harmony with the acquisition of 
additional property. The plans as origi- 
nally prepared for the building on the 
Park Place corner wi!! be eer | altered. 
My present idea ts to have the main 
building of from twenty-seven to thirty 
stories. Surmounting this, directly in the 
middle, will rise a tower about eighty 
to eighty-five feet square, containing 
twenty-five storiés, making fifty-five 
stories in all.” 

This new skyscraper, which will only 
be exceeded in height in the world by the 
Biffel Tower, 985 feet, will cost $12,0900,- 
000, or more. The land, which has been 
acquired in the past year, has cost about 
$5,000,000. The building will cover a total 
area of 39,500 square feet and there will 
be 13.000,000 cubic feet in the structure. 
It will be of the highest fireproof con- 
struction, and in the revised plans, the 
architect, Cass Gilbert, will follow the 
Gothic style, which was adopted for the 
building as originally planned for the 
Park Place corner.

PASSPORTS IGNORED, HE SAYS 








Tells Hebrew Union Delegates That 
the Throne Treats All 
Alike with Disdain. 


Jews 





The termination of all existing treaties 
with Russia and the cessation on the 
part of the United States of all relations 
with that country as a means of isolating 
her were urged by Louis Marshall yester- 
day before the final session of the twen- 
ty-second council of the Union of Amer- 
fean Hebrew Congregations as the sole 
course and duty left to the United States 
by the persistent refusal of Russia to 
henor the American passport when pre- 
sented by Jewish citizens of the United 
States. 

The question, Mr. Marshall said, is not 
Jewish, but American, flouting in the 
face of this Government for the last 
thirty years an insult that all diplomatic 
attempts and Governmental protests have 
proved powerless to have withdrawn. 
Just now, Mr. Marshall said, the United 
States can isolate Russia completely and 
quietly by such a step without great 
loss even materially and financially owing 
to the comparative scantiness of trade 
with that country. 

At the conclusion of his address a res- 
olution was presented to the council by 
former Attorney General Simon W. Ko- 
gsendale of Albany, embodying Mr. Mar- 


shall’s recommendations. t was referred 
to the incoming Executive Committee.

Mr. Marshall's Address. 


Mr. Marshall said in part: 

“The character of a nation is the reflex 
of the character of its citizens. If they 
@re virtuous, virile and self-respecting, 
the: nation will of necessity possess the 
Same qualities. If they have no pride in 
the honor and dignity of their citizen- 
ship, it inevitably follows that the na- 
tional sense of honor is lacking, or falls 
below the ideal standard which should 
prevail. 

“Whenever the citizens of a country as 
@ mass fail to thrill in response to great 
achievements, or to resent a nationai 
insult, it must be due either to lack of 
fnformation or to want of that spirit by 
which great commonweaiths have been 
created and preserved. Rome became a 
world power when, with conscious pride, 
Sts sons gloried in the declaration, ‘civis 
Romanus sum.’ It fell when the mem- 
bers of the State ceased to respond to 
that magic phrase. 

“American citizenship has hitherto been 
regarded as a priceless treasure. And yet 
there res‘s a stain on the honor of our 
Nation and on the integrity of American 
citizenship, for the passport issued by the 
State Department of the United States, 
bearing the great seal of our country, 
and which vouches for the citizenship of 
him to whom it is issued, is dishonored, 
rejected, and arbitrarily disregarded by 
the Russian Government whenever the 
citizen by whom it is presented happens 
to be a Jew. It matters not if he be able 
to trace his ancestry to those who landed 
with Columbus. to those who were among 
the #ettiers whe came to New York in 
1655,° to those who fought in the War 
for Independence. It matters not that 
mone of their kith or kin ever were sub- 
ects of Russia. Al] are denied the privi- 
ege of entering its domain, though pano- 
plied with the armor and the shield of 
American citizenship. 

“Men of every class have suffered the 
Same ignominy and contumely. No man 
within the hearing of my voice who pro- 
fesses to be a Jew, however eloquent in 
true Americanism his life has been, can 
venture within the walls which Russia has 
erected against the outside world, even 
though vouched for by a passport from 
our Government, without having those 
credentials figuratively torn into shreds 
and cast defiantly into his face. 

“As a Jew he might look down upon 
his persecutors with pity and contempt, 
and suffer in silence as his ancestors did 
for centuries. But he is now more than 
a Jew—he is also an American citizen, 
and the hand that smites him inflicts a 
stain on his citizenship. It is not the 
Jew who is insulted; it is the American 
people. And the finding of a proper rem- 
edy against this degradation is not a 
Jewish, but an American, question. 

* Ever since 1832, Russia has been under 
treaty obligation to accord to all of our 
citizens, without distinction, the liberty 
to sojourn and reside in all parts of her 
territory. and to guarantee to them 
curity and protection. The first article 
of this treaty reads thus: 

There shall be between the territories of 
the high contracting parties a _ reciprocal 
liberty of commerce and navigation. The in- 
habitants of their respective States shall 
mutually have liberty to enter the ports, 
places, and rivers of the territories of each 
party, wherever foreign commerce is per- 
mitted. They shall be at liberty to sojourn 
end reside in all parts whatsoever of said 
territories, in order to attend to their af- 
fairs, and they shall enjoy, to thut effect, 
the same security and protection as na- 
tives of the country wherein they reside, on 
ecndition of eheir submitting to the laws 
@nd ordinances there prevailing, and par- 
ticularly to the regulations in foree con- 
cerning commerce. 

**On the very face of this article are 
written the two important underlying 
theories of every treaty, that it evidences 
a contractural relation, a 


se- 


that the obligations 
by it are reciprocal. 
interpretation applicable to treaties or 
to private contracts which would author- 
ize either of the parties to make ex- 
ceptions by construction, where the par- 
ties have not thought proper to make 
them. 

**As indicative of the accepted rule of 
interpretation of treaties, the language 
of Mr. Justice Field in Geofroy y. Riggs, 
(iss U. 8S. 271,) is significant: 

It is a general principle of construction 
with respect to ireaties that they shall 
be liberally construed, so as to carry out 
the apparent intention of the parties to 
secure equality and reciprocity between 
them. As they are contracts between in- 
dependent nations, in their construction 
words are to be taken in their ordinary 
meaning, as understood in the public law 
of nations, and not ir any artificial or 

serse impressed upon them by 

unless such restricted sense is 

intended. And.it has been held 

by this court that where a treaty admits 

of two constructions, one restrictive of 

rights that may be claimed under it and 

the other favorable to them, the latter is 
to be preferred.

gress in 1895, said Mr. Marshall, not only 
Russian Consuls but Russian. Ambas- 
sadors have refused to visé passports 
after ascertaining that the bearer, though 
an American, was also a Jew. 

The United States, on the other hand, 
he said, has sacredly observed the obli- 
gation of the treaty, even going so far 
as to send back as a deserter to Russia 
one Alexandroff, a conscript in the Rus- 
sian naval service, despite the evidence 
that the unbuilt cruiser to which he was 
assigned was not yet a ship, that she had 
not yet been accepted by the Russian 
Government, had neither equipment nor 
armament, and had not been commis- 
Sioned for active service, evidence by 
which, “‘‘under a_ strict interpretation 
that would have been given to a criminal 
penal statute of our own country, he 
would doubtless have been discharged.”’ 

** Russia, however,” he said, “has re- 
mained deaf to the oft-repeated and earn- 
est expostulations which our Governruent 
has addressed to it.. It has drawn the 
lines of discrimination more harshly, It 
has excluded great American merchants 
and manufacturers and builders from its 
territory. 

‘“‘As a crowning insult, it has but re- 
cently issued a special edict offering to 
an American Ambassador the privilege of 
entering its territory, ‘ notwithstanding 
that he was one of the Jewish persuasion.’ 
By a special act of grace, an accredited 
representative of the Government of the 
United States was tendered absolution for 
the crime of being a Jew, a favor which 
this experienced diplomat happily declined 
to accept. From the standpoint of the 
Nation’s honor, however, the refusal to 
admit even an Ambassador of this coun- 
try. would have been no greater wrong 
than the refusal to honor the passport 
of the humblest of our citizens. 

“For more than thirty years, I have 
said, this condition, described in many 
of our diplomatic dispatches to Russia as 
intolerable, has nevertheless been toler- 
ated. Every four years, when the Na- 
tional conventions meet, planks have been 
placed in the platforms of the great 
parties, giving assurance’ of relief.’’ 


Pledge of Party Platforms, 


Mr. Marshall then read pledges made by 
both the Republican National Convention 
of June 22, 1904, and the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention of July 8, 1904, pledging 
the parties for insistence upon the recog- 
nition of the passport of any American 
citizen abroad, regardless of race or creed, 
and immediate negotiation with countries 
that now discriminate against Americans 
of any race or creed, with a view to the 


removal of such discriminations. He 
quoted also President Taft as saying in 
speeches at Cincinnati and Brooklyn in 
1908: 

In some countries with which we are on 
friendly terms, distinctions are made in 
respect to the treatment of our citizens 
traveling abroad, and having passports of 
our Executive, based on considerations that 
are repugnant to the principles of our Gov- 
ermment and civilization. The Republican 
Party and Administration will continue to 
make every proper endeavor to secure the 
abolition of such distinctions, which in 
our eyes are both needless and approbrious. 
Nothing, if I] am elected President, will 
give me gréater pleasure than to devise 
ways and means to make the American 
passport reepected the world over. Do not 
misunderstand me. What I am promising 
is that every effort shall be made to this 
end. 

‘‘In a letter addressed by Mr. Root, 
then Secretary of State,’’ continued Mr. 
Marshall, “‘to Jacob H. Schiff on Oct. 
19, 19808, after giving the reasons for 
acting favorably upon the application for 
the reopening of the Pourin case, that 
great statesman said: 

The other matter relates to securing from 
the Russian Government equality of treat- 
ment for all American citizens who seek 
to enter Russia with passports, without re- 
gard to their creed or origin. Our Gov- 
ernment has never varied in its insistence 
upon such treatment, and. this Administra- 
tion has repeatedly brought the matter to 
the aitention of the Russian Government, 
and urged the making of a new treaty for 

the purpose of regulating the subject. We 
have but very recently received an unfa- 
vorable reply to this proposal, and we have 
now communicated to Russia an expres- 
sion of the desire of this Government for 
the complete revision and amendment of 
the treaty of 1832, which provides for re- 
ciprocal rights of residence and travel on 
the part of the citizens of the two coun- 
tries. We have expressed our views that 
such a course would be preferable to the 
complete termination of the treaty, sub- 
jecting both countries to the possibility of 
being left without any reciprocal rights 
whatever, owing to the delay in the mak-.* 
ing of a new treaty. 

“These authoritative expressions indi- 
cate beyond peradventure that the atti- 
tude of Russia toward the American 
passport is regarded, as it must be, ex- 
clusively an American question, one 
which concerns the Nation as an entirety. 

‘‘ During the past two years there has 
been an abundance of well-directed effort 
to induce Russia, by the ordinary diplo- 
matic channels, to recognize the obliga- 
tions of its contract. Congress has passed 
resolutions indicative of the same desire 
and of a like recognition of the broad 
scope of the question at issue. Apparent- 
y we are to-day as far from a solution 
of this problem,’ which goes home to 
every American citizen, as we were thirty 
years ago. 


Methods of Diplomacy. 


“The painfully slow methods of diplo- 
macy have failed. We, a Nation of 100,- 
000,000 Americans, stand at the door of 
Russia, hat in hand, pleading with it that 
it shall recognize and perform its con- 
tract. With sardonic smiles Russia an- 
swers: ‘Not yet.’ 
individual written large. Imagine the 


patience of a creditor who for thirty years 
waits upon his debtor and pleads with 
him at his home for the payment of his 
debt. The average man would be tempt- 
ed, under such circumstances, long before 
the lapse of thirty years, to take such 
proceedings as would réverse the process 
and lead his debtor not only to ask for 
leniency but to make ample amends. 

“Does this mean that we should go to 
war with Russia? Certainly not! War is 
abhorrent to us. It is brutal, inhuman, 
cruel. Its horrors fall upon the innocent. 
Tts effects are felt by the entire universe. 
The mission of America, as well as of 
Israe}, is peace. But there is a simpler, 
an easicr, and an equally effective meth- 
od of dealing with a nation that insults 
another; the sr1me method to which a self- 
resvecting civilized man resorts when he 
is insulted. He does not shoot. He does 
not commit an assault. He merely ceases 
to have further relations with the indi- 
vidual who has disrezarded the ameni- 
ties of life. And so with nations. It is 
within the power of a country situated as 
ours is to isolate Russia and to terminate 
all treaty relations with a Government 
which fails to recognize the solemnity end 
the sanctity of its treaty obligations, and 
that is exactly what should be done with- 
out further delay.’’ 

There is nothing in the laws of na- 
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tions or the provisions of the present 
treaty, Mr. Marshall said, to prevent this 
remedy. The.treaty is terminable on one 
year’s notice. 

‘The article of the treaty of 1832 which 
has been violated by Russia,” said Mr. 
Marshall, “is the one which was the main 
object of that treaty—the clause which 
was given precedence over all others, the 
very basis and foundation on which all 
other provisions contained in the docu- 
ment rest. It is not necessary, therefore, 
to resort to fine distinctions or to indulge 
in close analysis for the purpose of as- 
certaining whether the test laid down 
in this and other authorities has been 
met. The stipulation which has. been 
broken is not only material to the main 
object, but was and is the main object 
of the treaty. 

‘** But it may be argued that the suspen- 
sion of commercial] relations between the 
two countries may hurt our trade. 1 
have a higher.-opinion of the American 


‘peonle than to believe that they are so 


destitute of idealism, so devoid of a sense 
of honor, as to regard a matter of this 
supreme importance with the eyes and 
the soul of mere shopkeepers. However 
extensive our trade with Russia might be, 
we could well afford to jeopardize it 
rather than to have it said that our coun- 
try rates the dollar higher than it does 
the man; that it esteems the volume of its 
trade more than its National dignity. 
“After all, the entire trade of the 
United States with Russia does not much 
exceed $18,000,000 per annum. What is 
that to a nation the products of whose soil 


iduring the past year amounted to nearly 


$9,000,000,000? Should we then Tose all of 
this commerce, our material prosperity 
would not be perceptibly affected. 


Russia’s Call For Capital. 
“It may also be said that Russia is 


{about to engage in large undertakings 











A nation is but an| 
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which will enlist American capital, the 
development of mines, the construction 
of store houses for grain, the building of 
railroads, and that we are imperiling 
such enterprises by denouncing our exist- 
ing treaties with Russia. But what of 
that? Is it not better that we may 
know in advance what the attitude of 
Russia is to be toward American citizens, 
before they invest their capita] for the 
development of the resources of Russia, 
than to lodge complaints after the capital 
has been invested, and promises have 
been broken?’ And after all there are 
still opportunities in the United States 
for the profitable employment of ade- 
quate capital for the promotion of our 
own industries, and Central and South 


America still offer promising fields for 
the investor. 

“There are others who will 
the historic friendship of Russia for 
America, and the tale will be retold of 
what Russia did for us during the revo- 
lutionary war, and during the civil 
war. That fable has been thoroughly 
analyzed, and the real facts have been 
demonstrated. But assuming that in the 
past we may have profited from Russia's 
attitude, who is so credulous as to be- 
lieve that the land of the Czars, the 
country of absolutism, has been so 
enamored of freedom, of constitutional 
government, of democracy or of repub- 
licanism, as to have acted either trom 
love of us, or of our institutions? When- 
ever Russia has acted, it has been simply 
and solsly from political expediency. 

‘But let us assume that Russia has, 
from any motive whatsoever, extended 
to us offices of friendship. Have we not 
fully requited all of its kindnesses? Was 
it not through the intervention of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that Russia was éxtri- 
cated from one of the bloodiest and most 
disastrous wars known to history? The 
account between the two countries has 
been fully balanced so far as political 
favors are concerned. 

‘“* But there still remains a long account 
against Russia of broken promises, of 
violated obligations, of a compact con- 
temned and disregarded, of dishonor in- 
flicted upon Our country and its citizens, 
and unless the virtue of manhood has de- 
serted this Republic, its citizens will no 
longer patiently witness the mockery of 
diplomatic procedure, but will insist on a 
complete abrogation of every treaty now 
existing between the United States and 
Russia. ’

The twenty-second Council of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations came 
to a close yesterday morning at the Hotel 
Astor with the reading of a paper on the 
American passport of Jewish citizens, 
now unrecognized by Russia; the reports 
of committees, contribution of funds for 
the new buildings of the Hebrew Union 
College at Cincinnati, and the election of 
a new Executive Board and new officers 
of the Union for the next two years. 

The session was opened yesterday with 
prayer by the Rev. Dr. Martin A. Meyer 
of San Francisco. This was followed by 
the reading of a paper by Louis Marshall 
on “The American Passport,” reported in 
another column. His paper recommended 
the isolation of Russia by this country 
and the cessation of all treaty or diplo- 
matic relations with her as the sole 
means of upholding the dignity of the 


United States in view of Russia’s refusal 
for thirty years, despite frequent Govern- 
mental protests, to honor the American 
passports of Jewish citizens of the United 
States. 

After a rising vote of thanks had been 
accorded to Mr. Marshall, former Attor- 
ney General Simon W. Rosendale of Al- 
bany presented a resolution embodying 
Mr. Marshall's recommendations, as fol- 
lows: 

For more than a generation passports 
issued by our Government to American citi- 
zens have been openly and continually dis- 
regarded and discredited by Russia in viola- 
tion of its treaty obligations and the usage 
of civilized nations. 

During all that time Administration after 
Administration, irrespective of party, has 
protested against this itnsult and humilia- 
tion, and Congress has on repeated oc- 
casions given emphatic expressions to its 
resentment of the stain imposed upon our 
National honor. Diplomacy has exhausted 
itself in ineffectual effort to bring relief, for 
which a new generation is impatiently 
waiting. 

The citizenship of every American who 
loves his country has in consequence been 
subjected to degradation, and it has be- 
come a matter of such serious import to the 
people of the United States as an entirety 
that this condition can no longer be toler- 
ated. 

Be it Therefore Resolved, That it is the 
sense of this council, speaking not as a 
representative of Jews, but as a body of 
citizens having at heart the preservation of 
the honor of the Nation, joining in gener- 
ous emulation with all other citizens to 
elevate its moral and political standards and 
to stimulate an abiding consciousness of its 
ideal mission among the nations of the 
earth, that the President of the United 
States, the Department of State, and Con- 
gress be respectfully and earnestly urged to 
take immediate measures, in conformity 
with the express terms of the treaties now 
existing between the United States and 

ussia, and in accordance with the laws 
of nations, to terminate such treaties to 
the end that if treaty relations are to exist 
between the two nations it shall be upon 
such cohditions and guarantees only as 
shall be consonant with the dignity of the 

American people.

At a@ service of sacred song and a re- 
ception give to delegates of the council 
by District Grand Lodge, No. 1, of the 
Independent Order of B’nai B’rith last 
night, the Rev. Dr. Samuel Schulman, 
speaking on ‘The Jewish Situation in 
Russia and the Conscience of Christen- 
dom,’ declared that the only complete 
solution of the Jewish problem in Russia 
ay not in Zionism, nor territorialism, nor 
immisgration, but in awukening the con- 
scier.ce of Christendom to protest against 
the inhuman treatment of the Jew in 
Russian, and to take steps for its termi- 
nation. 

‘‘Im Russia,’”’ he said, ‘‘ we find the 
whok tragedy of our race and the indict- 
ment of Christendom. If the terms ‘the 
fatherhood of God’ and ‘the brotherhood 
of man’ had not become to an almost 
general extent hypocrisy they would force 
the rest of the world to rise in outraged 
protest against Russian inhumanity. 

‘** Zionism, territorialism, and immigra- 
tion have been proposed as remedies of 
the Russian Jewish situation. We reform 
Jews oppose and reject Zionism as a 
Jewish philosophy, but we may be in 
sympathy: with the utility of any move- 
ment that may help the condition of the 
Russian Jew. If a million Jews could be 
taken out of Russia by any scheme— 
Zionism or other—we would have no right 
to say it should not be done simply be- 


cause Zionism happens not to be in ac-| 


cord with the theories of American reform 
Judaism as a Jewish philosophy. 

** All solutions save one, however, must 
prove inefficiciuit. The solution must come 
from Christendom itself. When one of 
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our leading papers, on whose 
staff is a former National leader, can, 
come out, as was recently the case, pro-- 
testing that ‘since only in Russia is there. 
still oppression, and it is only the Rus- 
slan Jew who is still oppressed,’ this Gov- 
ernment ‘canrot determine the nature of 


immigration—then we may well sob for 
lost American idealism! Shall we say 
that America was to be a haven for the 
oppressed only so long as they came from 
the other European countries, and that 
America shall not be the haven for the 
oppressed, now that the oppressed are 
only Russian Jews? Shall America re- 
verse its policy and abandon its high 
j ideals of justice and freedom, poison-: + 
ing its life with clas distinctions and” 
marrow hatred?

THE RUSSIAN ORCHESTRA. 


Music by Tsciaikowsky and Rimsky- 
Korsakoff—MacDowell Chorus Assists. 


The third concert of the Russian Sym- 
phony Soviety, which was given § last 
evening, produced some Russian music 
for the first time; but how far the pro- 
duction was of real service to the reputa- 
tion of Russian art may not be altogether 
clear. There was, first, the introduction 
and wedding procession from Rimsky- 
Korsakoff’s ballet, “The Golden Cock- 
erel.’’ In the form in which it Was given, 
as a concert piece and without the action 
and picturesque surroundings for which it 
was intended, the music. is ineffective, 
and seems, indeed, deplorably weak in 
invention. There tare some interesting 
Oriental strains in the introduction, but 
they are only episodic, and ‘no develop- 
ment is made of them. The .march, js 
commonplace in idea as well as in ®r- 
chestration. The disclosure of this music 
does not enhance the reputation of Rim- 
sky-Korsakoff as one of the most orig- 
inal of the modern Russian composers 
and one of the most skillful in the art of 
orchestration. 

The same musician’s “‘ Christmas Eve” 
suite was performed, with the assistance 
of-Mr. Kurt Schindler’s MacDowell Cho- 
rus. The suite was given by the Philhar- 
monic Society a few years ago, while Mr. 
Safonoff was its conductor, but without 
the chorus, which is designated by the 
composer as ‘‘ad libitum.”” It enhanced 
somewhat the effectiveness and interest 
of the suite, which is much better music 
than the pieces that preceded it on the 
programme, though still far from em- 
bodying the best of Rimsky-Korsakoff’s 
talent and skill. 

In this and in a song for women’s voices 
with pianoforte accompaniment by 
Tschaikowsky, ‘‘ Dawn,’’ the chorus did 
itself great credit; it sane with excellent 
tone and finish, and showed the results of 
Mr. Schindler’s admirable training. The 
song by Tschaikowsky is of pleasing me- 
lodiousness, and Mr. Schindler, who con- 
ducted it. easily yielded to a demand for 
its repetition. 

The chorus was also heard in a waltz 
from the ** Nutcracker ”’ ballet by 
Tschaikowsky. The composer made up a 
suite for concert performance from this 
ballet, and left out the waltz. The per- 
formance of it last evening showed why; 
and it would have been better to have 
trusted in the composer's judgment. The 
picce was hardly worth discovering. 

The soloist in the concert was Mr. Xaver 
Scharwenka, who played his own piano 
concerto in B flat minor. It is a composi- 
tion of high musical value, certainly one 
of his best, and it has long held a posi- 
tion among the finest of modern piano 
concertos. It has even been played, and 
not seldom, by other pianists: and few 
compliments are more substantial than 
that. Mr. Scharwenka naturally knew 
how to make his music count for its ut- 
most. The concert closed with Tschaik- 
owsky’s ‘‘ Marche Slav,’’ with Mr. Carl 
Dies at the planoforte, who also played

of the next school year, in September, 
but it is announced at this time in order 
to allow the students to make their schol- 
arship choices for next year under the 
new régime. 

Yale followed Harvard's lead fifteen 
vears ago and phinged into a liberal elect- 
ive system. Several years ago the Yale 
Faculty modified the plan so as to re- 
cuire students to take three minor 
courses, each involving two years’ work, 
and a major course, calling for three or 
four years’ work, in one of the main 
groups of study. This system has en- 
couraged early specialization in the first 
two years, making it possible for a stu- 
dent to complete most of his major 
courses before the end of his third year, 
se that undergraduates often found them- 
selves in senior year, and sometimes in 
sunior year, with little but scattering and 
inconsequential work to do. Another dif- 
ficulty has been that the plan permitted 
andergraduates to avoid difficult scien- 
tific courses—in other words, favored 
‘‘srap courses.”’ 

Nine subjects are hereafter to be offered 
to freshmen. Under the old system a man 
has 125 different combinations of these 
subjects to choose from, This range is 
now cut to 60 for the average man, though 
the unusual] man may 

rivileges of choice. Thus the new scheme 
s in its essence a faculty supervision 
over the choice of the average and inex- 
perienced. student—the kind 
who is lost in a free elective system and 
more or less at sea in the freedom of 
choices which Yale is now discarding. 

In sophomore year the committee did 
not change to any. marked extent. the 
scheme of work. In the last two years, 
however, where under the old system the 
work has tended to be scattering, unsys- 
tematic, and unrelated to the first two 
years’ work, a Yale junior and senior 
must hereafter complete a major course 
in one subject, and a minor in a related 
subject, continuing the work of sophomore 
year, and occupying together not less 
than half of the classroom work of the 
last two years. . : 

The new scheme practically abandons, 
in its fundamental policy, the elective 
principle for undergraduates so far as it 
applies to wide choices within the chosen 
fields of study. It substitutes the experi- 
ence of the Yale Faculty for the naturally 
esperiences personal choices of the stu- 
ents.

THE BURDEN OF PROOF. 

Most of the argument as to the Lori- 
mer case seems to us to ignore an es- 
sential element in it. It has been 
shown beyond all reasonable doubt that 
money was paid for votes in his behalf 
in the Legislature of Yiinols. So far 
the discussion in connection with this 
fact has turned largely on whether 
enough votes were bought to affect the 
majority actually received; whether the 
Democrats who were bribed were, s0 
to speak, honestly bribed, or whether 
they were) engaged in a plot to get 
money from LORIMER and his friends 
by threats of stories of bribery; and, 
finally, whether such bribery vitiated 
the election, so that Mr. LorRIMER is 
not the legally chosen Senator from 
Illinois, or whether it will be necessary 
to’expel him from the Senate. 

All this is interesting and is entitled 
to some consideration, but it does not 
touch the real point. That is, that the 
burden of exculpation rests squarely on 
Mr. LORIMER himself. If he cannot 
show that he never knew of the cor- 
rupted votes, that he tried his best to 
get at all the facts, or that fn the pres- 
ence of the evidence of corruption now 
shown to have existed he used his ef- 
forts to prevent the casting of corrupt 
votes in his behalf, then clearly he is 
not entitled to sit in the Senate of the 
United States. His claim is prima 
facie invalidated by the proof of cor- 
ruption in his interest. And it is just 
as much so if he did not heed the 
bribed. votes as it would be if every 
vote he got was bribed, unless he can 
establish beyond all doubt his own igno- 
rance of the corruption or his active 
opposition to it. 

That may indeed be a difficult mat- 
ter for him, but he cannot escape from 
the obligation. He must face the facts 
as they have been brought out, and if 
he refuses to do so he must take the 
consequences of his refusal. So far he 
has adopted precisely the opposite 
course. He did not appear before the 
committee investigating the case. He 
has not offered to produce the evidence, 
which he alone can produce if it ex- 
ists, as to his actual relation to or his 
knowledge of the shartteful 
shown to have arisen.

His scientific activities, 
too, were so many and so diverse that 
those who took up and extended the 
lines of investigation which he opened 
have in frequent instances acquired the 
credit that belonged to him as their 
teacher. BERTILLON, for instance, is 
known to thousands who either never 
heard of GALTON or who could not tell 
just what he did, and,yet it was GALTON,

Of course, his conclusions were 
not alwavws accepted, but they were not 
denounced as impious, and he won no 
brilllant victories over vociferous ene- 
mies because he had none of that kind to 
conquer. Among scientists, however, his 
fame is safe as well as bright, in spite of 
the fact that most of them nowadays 
are inclined to ascribe something more of 
weight to environment and Yess to heredi- 
ty than he did. He- was certainly a very 
great man, with hardly a peer for suc- 
cess in turning scientific hypotbesis into 
practical application. Perhaps only his 
cousin, DARWIN, was indubitably greater 
among the Victorian giants.

There is nothing in this theory, he 
says, since unwholesome food is the most 
expensive of all, in everything except im- 
mediate money expenditure.

As for adulteration, it never pro- 
duces real cheapness, for the buyer of the 
sophisticated article invariably gets less 
of what he wants to pugghase than does 
he who pays a higher price for pure 
wares. The most expensive pepper, for 
instance, is that which is heavily adul- 
terated with ground shells, and there is 
more than a double profit in selling the 
mixture for a few cents less than is 
charged for a package of the same size 
containing only real pepper. 

Dr. WILSy also calls attention to the 
fact that thg alternative, when pure food 
laws are rigidly enforced, is not to buy 
the best at high prices or go without.

AY, ail, 


SCHOOLS A AS FACTORIES. 


For a Certain Sum of Money You Get 
So Many Diplomas, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I should like to reply to the editorial article 
in Tue TIMES of Friday, the\13th tinst., on 
‘* English in Our Public Schools.”” The writer 
thought that the samples quoted from gram- 
mar school papers must surely be exceptional. 
As a teacher of English in the high school, lI 
can testify that they are the common thing. 
Why? Because those same pupils quoted in 
the grammar schools, with no improvement 
whatever, are shoved along into the high 
schools, and though we have only one book 
for three pupils, must .be shoved on to a 
diploma whether they do the work or not. 
Why do the teachers pass such pupils? Because 
they are neglectful of their duty, or because 
they Hike to? Ask yourself whether teachers 
as @ class have a reputation for honesty or for 
shirking,. 

Following are the facts: Grammar school 
teachers have strict orders to pass from nine- 
tenths to all their pupils in order to provide 
sittings for newcomers. The high school teach- 
ers in one school are given similar orders from 
their Principal, and teachers are rated accord- 
ingly. Why do the Principals give such or- 
ders? Because they are instructed to do s0 
by the Superintendent. In an address by that 
official, on Jan. 6, to the Principals of the 
schools one of the commands was: ‘‘ You are 
to promote pupils who have already repeated a 
subject once.”’ The whole address was an im- 
perative instruction to regard the school sys- 
tem as a factory where the taxpayers have a 
right to be guaranteed for a certain number 
of dollars certain number of diplomas at 
the end of a certain number of years—a mer- 
cantile transaction. 

Now, Gon’t feel indignant at this. It comes 
from thinking that a schoo! “ sitting ’’ is syn- 
onomous with an education. It Its not the 
pupils, the teachers, the Principals, or the 
Superintendent who are to blame. Who 
then? You-taxpayers. The attempt to apply 
the methods of wholesale manufactories to 
educational institutions, to treat human beings 
as inanimate units, must result in disaster. 

Just ask yourselves a few commonsense ques- 
tions, and don’t flinch in the answers: Can 
the teachers. who are not responsible for the 
quality of the raw material, in other words, 
the ancestry, the home conditions, and the 
family lack of ambition, guarantee results, es- 
pecially without individual work with weak 
pupils? How much time is there in a forty- 
minute recitation period to give special in- 
dividual attention to from forty to sixty pupils 
in a single class? A simple problem in division, 
but tmpossible with persons. How much time 
after school can a teacher give to these same 
pupils, and still look. over the hundreds of 
daily papers which no human being could go 
through in five hours, after the five hours of 
strenuous teaching? Superintendents have tried 
to meet this by advising that only a certain 
percentage should be looked over each day. 
Even so, .there still remains much, too much, 
that cannot be even touched, and that is why 
such work as was quoted is a possibility. In 
@ place like New York, where a large per- 
centage of the school population is of foreign- 
born parentage, teachers of English can do al- 
most nothing in English composition with the 
huge classes they are compelled to have. And 
every few years, along with fresh demands 
comes a demand for greater 
economy. <As well ask the starving Filipino 
to economize. The Superintendent cannot bet- 
ter affairs. He ig under pressure from the tax- 
payers to turn out an increasing number of 
educated children for a lessening proportion of 
dollars. Some of the parents clamor for trade 
schools instead of college preparatory high 
schools, and blame the stupidity of the Super- 
intendents and teachers for not providing them. 
Let such people estimate the contrast in cost 
between a book and any one of the following: 
A lathe, a typewriter, a forge, a sewing ma- 
chine, and a cook stove, and then multiply 
each by the number -needed for classes. The 
reason why we have not had tndustrial educa- 
tion ts because school authorities must cut their 
garment according to the cloth you furnish, 
‘“ But,”’ you say, ‘we are already spendifig 
enormous sums for education."” Jn the mass, 
yes, but not anywhere near the tremendous 
sums such enormous results as you demand 
would cost. 

The editor of the Popular Sclence Monthly 
in discussing the general subject of education 
says: ‘‘It is doubtful if the further elabora- 
tion of department store methods in the edu- 
cational world will even reduce the.‘ cost 
per unit hour.’*’ It is impossible to get a 
$2 a day education for 28 cents. The public 
that expects to get something for nothing sim- 
ply cheats itself. The sufferers must be the 
ising generation—and incidentally the jaded, 
overworked teachers. There are no bargain 
counters in the educational world!

comprehends a large number of our richest 
citizens and most of the fashionable world

wealthy and the most respectable of our 
citizens are to be seen Daily Borrowing my 

Directory:—and yet the world calls me 

crusty.”’ 

In the circular issued by the Philharmonic 
Society for the present—the sixty-ninth—season 
the statement is made that the society was 
organized in the year 1842 by U. C. Hill. The 
extract from the American !f 1828 referring to 
the society, quoted above, at that time ante- 
dates this fourteen years. 

Have you any record that will give informa- 
tion concerning the Philharmonic Society prior 
to the organization in 1842? 

The name of U. C. Hill appears tn the above- 
mentioned Directory as a professor of music 
at 259 William Street. I well remember him, 
as he gave me lessons on the piano, and in 
thorough bass and harmony In 1855. He was 
known among his musical friends and aasso- 
clates as Upper Canada Hili, and was one of 
the best of American violinists of his day, hav- 
ing studied under Spohr. When I knew him he 
was President of the Philharmonic, often play- 
ing first violin or conducting at the society’s 
concerts.

Perhaps the long enduring public, who, 
contrary to the dictum of Lincoln, can 
be fooled all the time, would like to know 
how pupils can reach 8A classes and yet 
produce such compositions as the despair- 
ing educator sent you recently; and from 
whatever part of the city they may have 
come, they could have been equaled in 
any other. There its sufficient transfer- 
ring of pupils from school to school, ail 
of whom must be and are put in the same 
class in the new school as they were in 
the old (and this without examination as 
to fitness) to warrdnt me in suspecting 
that our costly schools are in fact the 
blackest eye for municipal ownership of 
any kind of activity or facility. 

To start with, the promotion of pupils. 
with low attainments, e. g., 50 per cent., 
will account for much of the trouble: 
then the educators have all manner of 
new “‘plans’’ and ‘‘systems,”’ often weirdly 
named, to try on the wretched pupils 
and report favorably on. The greater the 
number of “plans’’ and the more favor- 
able the reports, the more probable is 
advancement in the profession. Recently, 
moreover, the order went forth to ‘“‘pro- 
mote if you possibly can,” and “require a 
reason in writing’’ from teacher who 
wants a boy kept back. Many an educa- 
tor would pretend that the compositions 
as printed last Friday were satisfactory, 
since one could see the ideas underlying 
the crude and chaotic form in which they | 
were expressed, and would pretend 
to think that the “form” as distinguished 
from the ‘content’? was a small matter 
and would care for itself some day or | 
other.

trust company, more than $100,000 cash. 

Robert FE. McLear said yesterday he had 
seen two checks for these notes drawn 
payable to Mr. Havynes, one for $33,000 
and another for $69,000. He said Mr. 
Hiayvnes contended that the notes were 
zood and collection could be made on 
thein. McLear added, however, that 
while his client, the trust company, was 
now suing the signers of the notes, it 
would look to Mr. Haynes, the endorser, 
for payment in the event of losing in the 
courts. So far, however, he said, Mr. 
Haynes had not been sued in any of these 
cases. 

In almost all instances the sign 
fighting payment on the ground of al- 
leged bad faith on the part of Mr. 
Haynes’s subordinates. Among the de- 
fendants in the Equitable Trust Com- 
pany’s suits is Thomas F. Driscoll, who 
in the Spfing of 1905 was a clerk in a 
Park Place cigar store and a poor man. 
According to his lawyer, Clarence M. 
Lewis, 198 Broadway, an insurance solic- 
itor who was a customer of the cigar 
store, told Driscoll if he would take out 
$3,000 insurance in the Equitable, he, the 
agent, would pay the first premium, and 
Driscoll could give him a note for $120, 
payable in installments, the dates of the 
payments being stated in the note. 
Almost Outlawed. 

Driscoll now asserts, according to Lewis, 
that while he was examined by a physt- 
cian for the insurance company he never 
got his policy and never heard anything 
more about it. It turns out that his note 
for $120 was indorsed by Mr. Haynes, the 
general agent, and discounted by the 
Equitable Trust Company. The note was 
drawn on hell 22, 1905, and would have 
been worthless under the statute of lim- 
itations in three months, the six years 
expiring on April 22, 1911. 

When asked if the trust company had 
held this paper for more than five years 
because of the accruing interest on the 
deferred paymen McLear declined 
to commit himself. 

Judge Seaman, sitting in the Fifth Dis- 
trict Municipal Court, has decided that 
Driscoll should not pay the note, and 
MclLear & Mectlear have given notice of 
appeal. However, Judge Seaman in- 
formed Attorney Lewis that he- would 
have to rule that the paper signed by 
Driscoll was a promissory note and or- 
dinarily binding. This note is similar in 
all essential respects except as to names 
und amounts as that which Judge Fine- 
lite recently ruled in the case of the 
Equitable Trust Company against New- 
man to be a promissory note, with judg- 
ment for the plaintiff. This note reads:

Born of a Good New York Family, He 
Wandered for Years Seeking Wars, « 
and Served Under Twelve Flags. 





Capt. George B. Boynton, who for more 
than half a century. was a soldier of 
fortune, and who served under eighteen 
flags, died in the Rebu Hospital, a private 
institution, at 156 West Seventy-fourth 
Street, yesterday. 

Capt. Boynton was 
from his eighteenth year until a few 
years ago his life was one of almost 
ceaseless wanderings, due to his inability 
to stay at home when there was a fight 
going on anywhere else in the world. 

Among the wars he figured in, mostly 
as a filibusterer, were the civil in this 
country, the Franco-Prussian, the last 
fight that Don Carlos the Pretender made 
for the throne of Spain, the fight that 
ended in the independence of Monte- 
negro, operations against the pirates in 
Kastern seas and nearly every revolution, 
big and small, that has marked the 
last half of a century’s history of South 
and Central America. 


Was Born in This City. 


Born in New York, on Fifth Avenue, 
near Fourteenth Street,.on May 1, 1842, 
Boynton grew to voung manhood in this 
city.. He was the son of a prominent 
physician. He was about to be named 
for a cadetship at the Naval Academy 
when the civil war started. Young 
Boynton enlisted. 

In the very first year of the war he 
ran afoul of Joe Wheeler's famous Black 
Horse Cavalry and got a sabre wound 
that pierced his right cheek. When he 
recovered he was sent into the Virginia 
mountains to head off a filibustering ex- 
pedition headed south with arms and am- 
munition. Boynton frustrated the attempt 
and captured a prisoner, who proved to 
be a woman in \male attire. He declared 
in after years that the prisoner, whose 
he helped to effect, was Belle 
Boyd, the most famous of Confederate 
women spies. 

Boynton was wounded several times and 
returned to New York. At that time the 
steamer ‘“‘B”’ was operating between Ber- 
muda and Beaufort, N. C., as a Confed- 
erate blockade runner. Somebody told 
Boynton that a man could make three 
trips in a blockade runner and then sink 
his ship and retire rich. 

He heard that the “B” was due in 
Bermuda in about ten days and to that 
made his way. He offered the 
agent $50,000 for the ship and $25,000 for 
the cargo then waiting shipment at bBer- 
muda. The agent refused. Two days 
passed and the *“‘B”’ was a week over- 
due. The agent changed his mind and 
Boynton got the ** B.’’ The next day she 
came full speed into the harbor, chased 
by the Union gunboat Powhatan. Boyn- 
ton figured that the Powhatan would not 
expect the ‘‘B”’ to venture out within 
a week, and so the next dav he took the 
gunboat by surprise, and laden “with a 
heavy cargo for Charleston, got away. 

He mace three other trips into Charles- 
ton with contraband, and on she third 
trip his ship was shot to pieces.: 
rot into the harbor and landed his muni- | 
tions of war. Then he sold the “ B,”’ re- 
turned to New York, and bought the old 
Franklin Avenue (Brooklyn) distillery and 
made a fortune. 


A Cuban Filibuster. 


The ten years war in Cuba started then, 
and Boynton sold his interest in the dis- 
tillery and purchased the steamship Ed- 
gar Stewart.. He took on a cargo of 
arms and ammunition for Cuba, and took 
part cash and the rest in cigars for them. 
When he arrived off Sandy Hook he 
dropped the cigars overboard in water- 
tight casks. His men gathered up the 
casks as they were washed ashore. In 
this way he escaped paying the duty, and 
sold the cigars in New York at an enor- 
mous profit.

This was in 1867, and in the same vear 
Andrew Johnson, then President of the 
United States, asked Boynton to become 
his confidential political investigator. He 
to make him Chief of the 
Secret Service. Johnson 
sent Boynton West to find out how the 
voters felt toward him. Boynton came 
back and reported that they did not like 
him at all. That ended his conneéction 
with the Governthent, and in the follow- 
ing year he went to England. 


l'nited States 


Boynton Once a Prisoner. 


After helping Don Carlos, Boynton went 
to Venezuela. suzman Blanco was just 
coming into fame and power at that time. 
Blanco and 
Boynton agreed to bring Blanco guns and 
powder from the United States.. It took 
him sixty days to make the trip, and/| 
when he got back he was trapped by'! 
Gen, Bulgar, Blanco’s rival, and tricked 
into landing the muitions-at the wrong 
place. 

Pulgar got the guns and powder and 
Boynton along with them. Boynton's 
ship at that time was the Juliette.2 Boyn- 
ton escaped back to the Juliette, and, go- 
ing to Caracas, helped his friend Blanco 
capture Pulgar. For years after that 
Boynton was a power in Venezuela. 

Boynton in 1872 tired of the unusual 
quiet in Venezuela, and headed for New 
York, stopping in Santo Domingo long 
enough to help organize a revolutionary 
there. Next he mixed up in a row 
in Costa Rica, and a little later one in 
Havti. In one of these Boynton was 
captured, and ordered shot at 6 o'clock 
the next morning. The crew of the Ju- 
liette rescued him, and the next morning 
the Juliette shelléd and demolished the 
camp of*his captors. 

After more adventures In the West In- 
dies Boynton tan into an old friend named 
Norton, aS much an adventurer as him- 
self. Norton suggested an expedition to 
the China Sea to war on the pirates that 
infested those waters. They got a fleet 
of three schooners and set sail. They re- 
turned rich. 

When the Russian-Turkish' conflict 
came along Montenegro decided it was 
time to be free, and it was Boynton who 
took the Prince the guns and powder that 
inade Montenegrin iniiesendace possible. 
He carried munitions to the Peruvians 
and Bolivians in their war against Chili, 
for which he received 850,000. Next, in 
Melbourne, jhe British captured his ship 
and imprisoned his crew for salling the 
ship under a- false name. When he 
escaped from Australfa Boynton went to 
Brazil and joined in the row that ended 
in the abdication and flight of Dom 
Pedro, 

After that he was heard of in Haiti. 
Venezuela, and other revolution-racked 
South American and West Indian coun- 
tries until a few years ago, when .he

COMMODITIES MARKETS. 


WHEAT.—The wheat market was very quiet 





the day. The early market was influenced by 
weakness in cables again. The European mar- 
kets were influenced by larger offerings from 
other countries, estimates of free shipments 
from the Argentine this week, more than thre. 
times as much as last year, and by the reports 
of good rains in India followed by fine weather. 
This is a favorable condition for the wheat 
crop which will be harvested in March. There 
were some rains in the far Southwest, through 
Oklahoma and Texas. There is, however, a 
great deal of complaint about the supply of 
moisture in the entire section west of the Mie- 
sissippi, the rainfall having been much 
than normal the entire season. Western re- 
ceipts have increaseg a little this week, but 
there is no burden of offerings. Shipments 
from the West are moderate and milling de- 


mand for wheat is comparatively quiet. The 
Northwestern markets show some little firm- 
ness on account of the smail movement of 
Spring wheat. Cash wheat locally continues 
nominal, with No. 2 red quoted at $1, free on 
board; No. 1 Northern, $1.23%.; No. 2 hard Win-

CORN.—Corn was fairly active all the morn- 
ing ang showed considerable heaviness due to 
the weakness in the Argentine market and the 
private reports of good rains in that country.

French Treaty Held to Have Expired 
on a Sunday—Other Decisions.

It appears that absinthe and brandy 
produced in and exported from France 
was assessed for duty under Paragraphs 
200 and 303 of the Tariff act of 1909 at the 
rate of $2.60 per gallon. The vessel which 
brought the goods to this country arrived 
at Philadelphia Nov. 1, 1908. The dauty 
was paid Nov. 3 and 4, and delivery per- 
mits issued Nov. 9 and 16. The importers 
contended that as the date for the termi- 
nation of the reciprocity treaty fell on 

ct. 31, which was Sunday, the agreemen 
san in full ferce and effect aslo 
the next day, namely, Monday, Nov. 1. 

General Appraiser Hay, who writes the 
decision for the board, iails to agree W1LQ 
ihe importers.

TELEPHONE MERGER COMING. 


Plans Laid to Bring Principal Inde- 
pendents Inte the Bell System. 





Preliminary steps for a merger of the 
principal independent telephons systems 
with the American Telephone and Tele- 


graph Company have been taken by bank- 
ing interests allied with the Bell system. 
This was made known yesterday through 
al: announcement from St. Louis which 
told of proposals to the Kinloch and 
other independent systems in the Middle 
West. 

The plan does not involve the immediate 
purchasé of the independents, but, as It 
was explained yesterday, is an arrange- 
ment by which the various ‘ outside ’ 
systems may be got into shape for a 
combination with the Bell companies 
should a consolidation be found possible 
under the Sherman law. 

Within the last several years the inde- 
pendent telephone companies have devel- 
opd widely, particularly in the farming 
communities, and the aggregate of mile- 
uge outside of the Bell system is large. 
Various attempts at consolidation have 
been made. The independents have had 
financial difficultis in many sections. 
Within the past two years several of the 
companies in the lake States passed fnto 
the hands of J. P. Morgan & Co. 

The negotiations now under way, it was 
explained yesterday, are entirely of a 
tentative character and are dependent on 
the clearing of legal difficulties, as well 
as an agreement upon valuations. 

The Bell system is capitalized at $500,- 
000,000, of which about $260,000,000 is 
cutstanding. It controls the leading tele- 
prone companies throughout the United 
states from coast to coast. 


HALF OUR COTTON EXPORTED. 


While We Import Double the Amount 
of Manufactured Goods We Send Out. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The supply of 
cotton in the United States for the year 
ending Aug. 31 last was 12,188,021 bales, 


or 20 per cent. less than that of the pre- 
vious year, according to the Census Bu- 
reau’s annual review of the cotton supply. 
Of that amount 52 per cent. was exported, 
or 6,339,028 running bales, valued at $460,- 
868,020. Of this cotton 38 per cent. went 
to the United Kingdom, 80 per cent. to 
Germany, 15 per cent. to, France; these 
three countries taking about five-sixths 
of the total quantity exported. 

The quantity of cotton consumed during 
the year was 4,798,953 bales, compared 
with 5,240,719 bales in 1909, a decrease of 
441,766 bales, or 8 per cent. The average 
weekly consumption of cotton in the Unit- 
ed States in 1910 amounted to about 92,000 
bales, compared with 108.000 in 1909, 87,000 
in 1908, and 96,000 in 1907. 

A significant feature of the report is the 
growth shown in the manufacturing in- 
dustry in the cotton-growing States since 
1880. There were in these States thirty 
years ago only 561,860 active spindles, 
which consumed 188,748 bales of cotton. 
In 1910 there were 10,801,494 active spin- 
dles, using 2,292,333 bales of cotton. 

The total value of exported cotton 
zo0o0ds of domestic manufacture for the 
vear ended June 30, 1910, amounted to 
$33,398,672, whereas the imports of cotton 
manufactures into the United States dur- 
ing the same year amounted to $66,473,143 
in value.

HP. Davison of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
who while Vice President of the First 
National Bank was associated with the 
National Monetary Commission in its

the commission. Mr. Davison said: 


‘*T believe that the plan is admirably | 


effective and simple. In the framing of 
the bill there may be various details to 
work cut, but the essential thing is that 
the proposal is well fitted to all condi- 
tions and to all sections of the United 
States. It possesses the advantages of 
the great central banks of Europe and 
eliminates ail the disadvantages, espe- 
cially those that would prove burdensome 
in this country because of the peculiar 
conditions existing here. 

“The commission has had these pecu- 
liar conditions in mind from the start, 
and much of its work has been in consid- 
ering the application of the great foreign 
banking systems to a country such 4s 
ours. 

‘Senator Aldrich’s plan is certainly 
representative, and most equitable. Hach 
institution in the United States would 
have fair representation, and opportunity 
to avail itself of the advantages of the 
reserve association. In the second place, 
the association is so safeguarded as to be 
free from control by any special interest, 


subject to political influences. 

‘The proposed association renders all 
the service that would under any circum- 
stances be rendered by the Clearing 
Houses, making it possible for a bank to 
promptly realize upon its assets. 

‘‘ Another great advantage concerns the 
‘acceptance’ of commercial paper. This 
would bring us in line with the great for- 
eign systems, and would be of funda- 
mental advantage to our commerce and 
industry.
